Police Think Others Were Lured. 
Ruth Wheeler appears to have been only 
one of Wolter’s young gir! victims, although 
the police are not prepared to charge that he 
hae murdered any of the others. They have 
evidence, however, which they say indicates 
that Wolter systemetically preyed upon 
young girl graduates of business colleges, 
idrihg them into his clutches with fictitious 
offers. of employment. and requests to cal] on 
him about their ‘lucrative positions, 
The Wheeler girl was the youngest of three 
sisters of a widowed mother. She was a beau- 
tiful girl and wes large and unusually well 
developed for her age. She was graduated 
only recently from a business’ college 40 3 
stenographer. Her two sisters were employed 
and she was eager to obtain a position and 
contribute to the support of the family. The 
college from which she was graduated con- 
ducts an employment agency for its gradu- 
ates and Ruth visited this agency dally. 
Goes to Death in Glee at “Luck,” 
Consequently she was overjoyed when 
| Thursday morning she was handed a card 


‘requesting à competent stenographer to call 


upon A. Wolter, secretary, 122 East Sev- 
enty-fifth street,“ in reference to & good pay- 
ing position. She left the college with the 
card and gleefully remarked to the woman fn 
chargé of the agency that she would make 
good and get the job.” 

That was the last time any of Ruth 
Wheeler's friends saw her alive. She had 
been carefully brought up and never had been 
away from home over night in her life, 

Therefore, when she failed tp return home 


Thursday night her mother and sisters began 
a frantic search for her. Her sisters, Pear! 


and Adelaide, 


went to the business college 
and learned of her response to Wolter's card. 
Then they went to Wolter’s home, and the 
elder sister knocked at the door of his room. 


Insults Sister of His Victim. 

He bade her enter, and, as she did so, locked 
the door behind her. The Miller woman lay 
in bed. but in spite of her presence Wolter 
insulted Mies Wheeler and attempted te kiss 
her. She screamed and as a desperate ruse 
to insure her safety warned him that a 
policeman was outside. Then Wolter re- 
leased her and unlocked the door. The two 
sisters hastened to a police station for aid. 
| “ am afraid,’ Mies Wheeler told the police 
later, that had I not frightened the man 
I might have suffered my sister's fate.“ 

Detectives went to the address given on 
Wolter's card, but the woman in charge of 
the house said the man had left only a few 
minutes before their arrival. The detectives 
then waited and when a woman whio the land- 
lady said was Mrs. Wolter appeared, they fol- 
lowed her and arrested her supposed husband 
as she met him at a street corner, evidently 
by appointment. 

When Wolter was arraigned his bonds 
were fixed at $5,000 on the abduction charge. 
His parents were in court, and his mother, 
recoghizing the Miller woman, asked her if 
she was going back to their room to get their 


belongings. 
“Wo! no!” she cried. “ It is too ghastly.” 


Police Let Woman Escape Them. 

No significance was attached to this re- 
mark at the time, and the young woman was 
allowed to depart, but now the police are con- 
vinced that what she said indicated that she 
knew all about the murder, and possibly had 
seen it committed or had assisted her gom- 
panion in disposing of his Victim's body. 

The means chosen by Wolter to hide the 
evidences of his deed were so ghastly that 
they staggered even the crime hardened de- 
tectives. Apparently he had attacked the 
girl when he had succeeded in turing her to 
his room. Her unusual strength probably 
made her at least his match until he got the 
rope around her neck and choked her.

BIG DIAMOND IMPRESSES ALL 


Cheered When He Calls Himself Napo- 
leon in Tackling Jeff. 


“Turn Jack Johnson loose!“ 

Cheers of approbation which canceled 
scattering hisses from. malcontents met the 
negro heavyweight champion at 2028 State 
street in the Second ward last night when he 
unlimbered himself in response to the call. 
The huge, satiny black fighter showed his 
gold teeth to the admiring audience, and in 
smooth rolling tones plunged into the speech 
of his life 

Johnson, who: intends to fight James J. 
Jeffries near San Francisco July 4 next, was 
making a political appeal for a member of 
his own race, Edward H. Wright, independ- 
ent Republican candidate for alderman, 

In a speech which his admirers said they 
“didn't think was in him,” Johnson 
paralleled his views of the prize ring with 
the game of ward politics in Chicago. He 
talked as though he was accustomed to ad- 
dressing large audiences from the rostrum. 

Johnson Shows His Diamond. 

it affords me great pleasure tonight to 
address an audience of this kind, ladies and 
gentlemen,” began Mr. Johnson, who tow- 
ered so high above the heads and shoulders 
of those near him that everybody in the 
audience could gee the awe inspiring diamond 
in Mr. Johnson's shirt front. I am going 
to raise my voice a few tones higher than 
I have ever raised it in a public place before. 

“On election day each and every man, 
especially the colored man, should go to the 
polls and cast a vote for the man who has 
been mentioned—Mr. Wright. They shouldn't 
hang around corners and saloons that day. 
It's the best chance we have ever had.“ 

At this point the champion developed his 
fighting ideas.

TWO NEW BANKS FOR CHICAGO; 
ONE NATIONAL; OTHER STATE, 


Former, Headed by ©. H. Bosworth, 
to Be on Michigan Av.; $300,000 
Institution for Halsted Street. 


A new national bank, to be known as the 
People’s National bank, will be established 
in Chicago in the new Michigan avenue build- 
ing of the People’s Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany, according to announcement made yes- 
terday. 

C. H. Bosworth, who resigned as national 
bank examiner a few weeks ago, will be 
president of the institution, which will be 
capitalized at between $500,000 and $600,000. 
Just what other Chicago men are interested 
in the project has not been made known, but 
the rumor of its establishment has floated 
in La Salle street for several weeks. Open- 
ing of the new bank will depend on the time 
of completion of the building. 

The west side is to have a new bank for the 
accommodation of the business interests in 
that part of the city. A permit wae issued 
during the day by the state auditor for the 
organization of the Halsted State Bank of 
Chicago, with a capital stock of $300,000, 
It will be located in a large office buliding 
ebout to be erected at the southwest corner 
of Halsted and Madison streets. 

Among those who are interested in it are 
John A. Spoor, Edward Morris, Arthur G. 
Leonard, Hugo E. Otto, and Charles M. Mac- 
fariane. The bank will have a separate 
savings department, and commodious safery 
deposit vaults will be located in the basement 
of the building. The site is at present occu- 
pied by a drug store, one of the landmarks 
for many years of that section of the city.’ 
Edward C. Maher, Blackburn Esterline, and 
Sydney Cryor acted as incorporators.

Canada and United States Get 
Together at Last and Agree | 
. on Schedules. 


KNOX AFFIRMS THE NEWS 
President Taft and Dominion 
Representatives Settle 

Differences. .«

Washington; D. C., March 26.—[Special.J— 


The threatened tariff war between Canada 


and the United States finally has been 
averted. 

Conclusions were reached at a conference 
at the White house today which definitely 
set at rest the fears of American and Cana- 
dian interests. thet the trade of the two coun- 
tries would be upset, and which insure Cana- 


dian products the minimum rates of duty 


under the Aldrich-Payne tariff. 


The president received W. 8S. Fielding, min- 
ister of finance; George P. Graham, minister 
of rallways; the Canadian commissioners, 
Secretary Knox, and Charles M. Pepper of 
the State department, and Chairman Emery 


of the tariff board at the conference this at- 


ternoon. 
Knox Issues a Statement. 

At its conclusion Secretary Knox gave out 
the following statement: 

“The negotiations between the president 
and the Canadian representatives, which, 
were begun at Albany some days ago, were 
resumed at Washington today and were con- 
cluded. They have taken a form which gives 
assurances that a friendly understanding 
will be reached immediately. It is expected 
that the officia] announcements will be made 
simultaneously at Washington and at Otta- 
wa on Wednesday, March 30.“ 

The announcement on Wednesday may 
give some idea of the further efforts to be 
made by the two countries toward reaching 
a reciprocity agreement upon certain kinds 
of imports and exports. The representatives 


of both governments refuse to go into details 


today, however, or to say what concessions 
Canada has made in tariff rates on United 
States exports. 

Trade Treaty in Prospect. 

It is understood, however, that peace was 
concluded upon the basis of the future ne- 
gotiations between the United States and 
Canada for a general trade treaty between 
the two countres. 

Canada has four rates of tariff which 
differ materially one from another. The 
rate which the United States probably will 
receive is classed as rate No. 3, or the treaty 
rate, and within the Hmitations as to the 
number of articles involved is the same as 
that allowed to France under the existing 
treaty. 

Up to this time 3 102 nations and their 
dependedcies, by proclametion of the presi- 
dent, have been granted America’s minimum 
rates, and this leaves only about twelve coun- 
tries upon which acttion 18 still to be taken. 
The most important of these is Canada, 


Delay in Proclamation. 

The president will not issue his minimum 
proclamation for Canada until the last day 
of grace, March 30. The announcement 
today makes it clear that there is no contin- 
gency now under which a trade war may de- 
velop. The minimum rates are assured to 
Canadian exports, and all danger of a dis- 
location of the 8300, 000, O00 trade between the 
two countries is removed. 

Members of the senate and the house are 
evincing the greatest interest in the method 
of settlement adopted by President Taft. It 
is. declared that. if the president made any 


| promises to the. Canadians that reductions 


in duties on Canadian agricultural] products 
would be recommended to the American con- 
gress he ‘will have difficulty in bringing that 
body to support the plan. 

The agricultural duties are a kind of pro- 
tection which some of the most active re 
visionists still cling to and they do aot pur- 
pose to see them lowered. 


CANADIAN CLUB OF CHICAGO 
DENOUNCES ALDRICH TARIFF. 


Discrimination Against the Dominion 
Harshly Scored in Discussion In- 
spired by Club in Boston.

Opposition to the Payne-Aldrich tariff was 
expressed freely at a meeting of the Cana- 
dian club of Chicago at the Great Northern 
hotel last evening. A letter from the Cana- 
dian club of Boston asking that all similar 
organizations voice their oppoeition to the 
tariff discrimination against the dominion 
started the taik. 

“ Every little country in Asie and Africa 
and South America is getting the minimum 
rate for exports to the United States,’’ said 
Dr. J. A. McGill, the president of the club. 
“ Yep Canada, the nearest neighbor, which 
has contributed thousands of citizens and 
is now being populated by thousands of 
American citizens, gets the highest rate. The 
present tariff is absolutely unfair, and it is 
a question how long people will stand it.” 

It is a poor thing for America’ that the 
wood pulp rate is so high,” said Harry W. 
Mace, formerly of Ontario. but it is the 
best thing that could happen to Canada, for 
it keeps her forests from the destruction that 
ras denuded this country.

The overthrow of the 
speaker and the taking away from the speak- 
ership of all power to influence legislation 
unduly are aimed at. Some of the insurgents 
discussed these subjects freely today. 


Hinds Favored by Many. 

A proposition,to remove Speaker Cannon 
by means of the combined vote of Democrats 
and insurgents: and substitute in is place 
Asher C. Hinds, the parliamentarian of the 
house, is one of the plans which several in- 
surgents advocated today. 

The idea of: placing in the speaker’ s chair, 
a pure parliamentarian, not a member of 
the house, who would be entirely uninfluenced 
by vonsiderations of partisan advantage, 
was pointed out by Representative Poindex- 
ter of.Washington ard others as the logical 
and proper course. Under the constitution 
the house may choose a speaker who is nota 
member of the body. 

Representative Poindexter, who is one 
of the prominent members of the insurgent 
body, said: 

This initial reform which we have accom- . 
plished must be followed by others. The 
whole trouble in which the house finds itself 
is caused by the joining of the power of the 
speaker with that of the leader of the ma- 
jority. The English plan of having an expert 
parliamentarian instead of a politician as a 
presiding officer is the only correct one. So 
long as we select a party leader as speaker, 
just so long will we have partisan and unfair 
rulings from the chair. 


“Speaker Should Have Resigned.” 

When the house adopted the Norris reso- 
bution the other day, it was a vote of no con- 
fidence’ in Speaker Cannon, and he should 
have resigned. As he did not do so, we 
should depose him. With that accom- 
plished, I think we should elect Mr. Hinds. 
I believe a majority of the house would vote 
for him. Surely, the Democrats and the 
ineurgents who voted against Cannon last 
Saturday, and I believe a large number of 
other insurgents and so- „ near insur- 
gents’ will vote for him when the temper of 
the people of the country is judged accurate- 
ly om this question.“ 

Victor Murdock of Kansas another insur- 
gent leader, said: 

The movement to reform the procedure 
of the house has just begun. . Before this 
session adjourns we will have accomplished 
a great many things. I hear radicals pn this 
side who néver before were willing to admit 
that the rules, or anything else, needed 
changing, now discussing ways and means of 
revising the rules and making them better. 

Not in fifty years have such liberal ideas 
regarding the government of this house pre- 
vailed among the members. I expect to see, 
in a comparatively short while, the standing 
committees of this house meeting in open 
sessions instead of in secret sessidns as now. 
Of course, the military and naval, and per- 
haps other committees would have to meet 
in secret occasionally as a matter of public 

policy. But secret ways of doing business 
here are on the wane, and soon will be over. 
Many interesting and perhaps startling de- 
velopments will result W thio house ad- 
journs sine die.“ 


Insurgents Hot After Cannon. 

Other insurgents expressed themselves 
along similar lines. Kis certain that a num- 
ber of the leaders of the insurgents have in 
mind at least two things for this session: 
First, the removal of Speaker Cannon, un- 
less he voluntarily retires; second, the estab- 
lishment of a committee on committees. All 
the insurgents expressed themselves as desir- 
ing to see the president's * N out of the 
way before hostilities break out a 1 1 

One insurgent who would not allow the use 
of his name said: 

„ Unless Speaker Cannon resigné, we will 
depose him before this session ends. He isa 
part of this system and must go. If it doesn’t 
happen before, I look for it to come about the 
last day of the session.”

Mr. Hinds is a Republican, and is a candi- 
date for nomination for congress from New 
England. His present duty is to formulate 
rulings for Speaker Cannon. 


PETER FRIESTEDT SUCCUMBS. 


Pioneer Railroad Builder, Resident of 
Chicago for Half a Century, 
Dies of Old Age. 


Peter F. Friestedt, ploneer railroad builder 
and for fifty-four years.a resident of Chicago, 
died yesterday morning at the residence of hig 
con, former Ald. Luther P. ¥riestedt, 135 
South Central Park avenue. 

Mr. Friestedt was 82 years old and was born 
in Stockholm, Sweden. He was graduated 
from Upfal university, near Stockholm, and 
came to the United States in 1840. He was 
one of the builders of the Galena division 
of the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
and also of the Chicago, Danville and Vin- 
cennes railroad 

Mr. Friestedt was married in 1859 to Mary 
Leslie Danforth of Wilmington, Va., who died 
a number of years ago. Mr. Friestedt's 
death was due to old age. The funeral will 
be Aela Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock from 
the residence at 135-South Central Park ave- 
nue. Interment will be at Forest Home

In the judgment of Mr. Loftus not more 
than $1.50 for a lower and 75 cents for an 
upper berth should be ‘eharged on the jour- 
ney between St. Paul and.Chicago, while the 
St. Paul-Superior charge should not be more 
than $1 for a lower and 50 cents for an upper 
berth. 

Before passing upon this important ques- 
tion an effort was made by the commission 
to obtain all the facts in connection with the 
earnings of the Pullman company. 

Properly to determine whether the rate was 
reasonable or unreasonable, the commission 
had tc ascertain’ authoritatively what the 
profits of the sleeping car company amounted 
to. 

The annual reports of the Pullman com- 
pany showed that the gross earnings of the 
company are in the neighborhood of §$25,- 
000,000—three times as much as they were ten 
years ago—but this total included chairs and 
food as well as berths. —

Locked in the great refrigerators aboard the 
army transport Logan, outward bound for 
the Philippines, Lieut. Col. A. D. Kniskern 
and Sergeant C. A, Smith were saved from 
freezing when a chance passerby heard their 
pounding on the walls. The refrigerator had 
been sealed, whilé.tney were inside unknown 
to the others aboard the ship and would not 
have been. opened again, until the arrival cf 
the troop ship at Manila had not their sig- 
nals for rescue been heard. 

When rescued the men were nearly frozen, 
having been prisone ‘the refrigerators, 
„kept at a temperatu nearly. zero, for 
more than six hours. It is believed, how- 
ever, that neither will suffer serious results 
|} from his experience. 

Trapped on Inspection Trip. 

Lieut. Col. Kniskern, who lives at 2821 
Elmwood avenue, Berkeley, is purchasing 
commissary for the transport service, and 
has charge of all army purchases shipped out 
of San Francisco. 

The Logan had been delayed by troops 
from the east. The day before it sailed the 
last of the refrigerated goods was stored in 
the vessel and Kniskern and Smith went into 
the cold storage hold to make a final inspec- 
tion. Without warning the lights went out 
and the officer and his aid found themselves 
with no means of escaping.

Bulletin Claims Process Has 
Saved Lives of Hundreds of 
Chicago Babies.

Health Department Warns 


| 


The vassage of the proposed amendment 


to the Chicago milk ordinance will result in 
a milk famine, in which children of the rich 
will drink pure milk at 15 cents a quart and 
children of the poor will have only condensed 


milk, according to the weekly bulletin issued | 


yesterday by the department of health. 


The famine arising from the plan to elim- | 


inate the pasteurization alternative and ac- 


cept only milk from tuberculin tested cows | 
will last for five years, the estimated time re- 


quired to have 90,000 cows tested. 
The board of health in its weekly statement 


entered a strong defense for the ordinance as 


it stands at present, citing figures to show 
that pasteurization has reduced the infant 
death rate. The mortality for children under 
1 year of age for 1909 was 521 lower than 1908, 
while other ages show an Increase. 


Says Figures Prove It. 

The decrease in the death rate was attrib- 
uted by the board solely to the enforcement 
of the pasteurization ordinance. The fol- 
lowing figures show the comparative increase 
for older persons and the decrease for in- 
fants:

1. The people would be protected agalnst 
no milk borne disease, excepting tuber- 
culosis; there would be the same milk 
caused baby death rate, milk borne scar- 
let fever, diphtheria, and typhoid. 

2. The price of milk would increase 


greatly. 

3. The ordinance does not give perfect 
milk, but it gives the best milk which can 
be had ata price a poor man can pay. 

4. It has saved 700 babies in one year. 

5. It has. saved seventy deaths from 
typhoid fever in one year. 

6. It has reduced the average bacterial 
count of milk from 5,547,502 to 944,465. | 

7. It has prevented any milk epidemics 
of typhoid, scarlet fever, or diphtheria. 

8 The milk supply would not meet the

Five Years Tinte Limit. 

The ordinangé which became effective Jan. 
1, 1900, provided that all milk should be from 
tuberculiu tested cows, but allows pasteuri- 
gation for five years as an alternative. The 
amendment demands that on ifs passage all 
milk be excluded from Chicago but that from 
tuberculin tested cows. 

Milk for Chicago consumption is produced 


by 120,000 cows owned by 12,000 farmers in 


Lilinois, Wisconsin, and Indiana, and totals 
about 30,000 eight gallon cans daily’ Of this 
amount 18,000 cans are pasteurized, 7,000 
cans are from 380,000 tuberculin tested cows, 
and 90,000 cows are not tested.

Roosevelt cordially thanked the bey and 
asked the age of the books, which he was 
told was at least two centuries. 

The colonel, with his wife, Ethel noose- 
velt, and Kermit, went to the Abdin palace 
for luncheon, and found there Ambassador 
and Mrs. Straus and Mrs. Bell Gregory. 
Mme Demaring, dame of honor to the 
khedivah, later received the women in a 
reception room on the ground floor, while 
the men passed to the reception room on 
the upper floor, whefe they were greeted 
cordially by the khedive. 

The entire ministry of the khedive was 
presented to Vol. Roosevelt and the ambas- 
sador. Then the company was conducted 
to the dining room. 


H e Khedive’s Menu. 
Mrs. Roosévelt was placed on the right 
and her husband to the left of the khedive.

PLANS AROUSE BERLIN. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, March 26.—An announcement of 
the royal honors awaiting Col. Roosevelt at 
the hands of the kaiser in Berlin has raised 
public interest in the former president's visit 
to concert pitch. The extension of the hos- 
pitality of the royal castle to a private citizen 
of a foreign nation is wholly without prece- 
dent in Germany, and has caused the ultra- 
monarchical aristocratic set to gasp with 
astonishment. 

It is probable there will be an outburst of 
popular disapproval over so extracrainary 
a tribute to a representative. of the world's 
greatest democracy from quarters which 
welcome any opportunity of assailing the 
kaiser’s partiality for America and Ameri- 
cans. 

Even the emperor’s most inveterate critics 
concede his intention to put Col. Roosevelt 
up as if a ruling sovereign as a wonderfully 
fine stroke of diplomacy. Only this week 
dispatches from the United States detailing 
the Cannon incident and the Democratic con- 
gressional triumph in sassachusetts have 
conveyed an impression to the German mind 
that the former president is destined to be 
the savior of the Republican party and the 
next chief executive of the nation. 


Figured Out by Kaiser. 

These thoughts were assuredly not alto- 
gether remote from the Kaiser's alert mind 
when he concetved the happy thought of in- 
stalling the statesman-hunter in quarters 
hitherto sacred to czars, kings, and other po- 
tentates. 

The kaiser’s pourparlers with Col. Roose- 
velt were conducted directly between the 
German foreign office and the rhinocerus 
slayer. 

The. American embassy in. Berlin got its 
first knowledge of Roosevelt's acceptance of 
the kaiser’s proffer from the German author- 
‘fties. Considerable pride is felt in Berlin 
that the enterprising William was first to 
reach the wire with his project to shower 
Roosevelt with attentions usually shown only 
to crowned heads. It is believed here the 
nature of the hospitality of which the former 
president will be the recipient in Berlin will 
set a precedent which. King Edward and 
other rulers whose realms Roosevelt will 
tour hardly can afford to disregard. 

The program for Col. Roosevelt’s visit with 
the kaiser has not yet been worked out. It 


j will be modeled mainly along the lines of the 


colonels well known personal tastes. As 
these coincide in most points with the hob- 
bies and predilections of the kaiser, there will 
be little trouble in hitting upon a scheme 
agreeable all around. 


Cavalry Battle Assured. 

Some cavalry battle practice is certain to 
take place for the rough rider’s benefit, and 
an excursion to Kiel for a look at the kaiser’s 
battle armada may be part of the schedule. 

The Americans in Berlin are worried lest 
the conversion of Col. Rooseveit into a royal 
guest may deprive them of the privilege of 
meeting him. 

It is understood the Roosevelts will be en- 
tertained at the embassy by the Hills at least 
two days before moving their trunks to the 
castle. If it meets the visitor’s approval the 

ambassador probably will arrange a hand- 
shaking bee on the embassy premises. 

Native Berliners, too, are anxious to get a 
close look at the man so long pictured as a 
counterpart of the kaiser. If it were adver- 
tised in advance that the emperor and colonel

ALL SATISFIED IN ROME. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.)

Pope Waives a Rule. 82 

The pope as a rule fixes the dates of audi- 
ences himself, even if the applicants happen 
to be prominent Americans. 

In the case of Col. Roosevelt the vatican 
officials obligingly wglived the rule and 
granted the audience on the date the colonel 
suggested. 

In making this special concession the vat- 
ican imposed a condition in granting the au- 
dience- namely: that Col. Roosevelt should 
not lecture or address the Methodists in 
Rome.

When Mrs. Lydia Avery Coonley Ward ex- 
pressed a wish through the columns of THE

Play Represents Life. 

I am not a dramatic student,” said Mrs. 
Ward in her letter to THs TRIBUNE, but 
here is a representation of life—the busy 
world of which we are all a part, the efforts 
we are making toward civic improvement, 
and poisonous influences that work against 
us. It is all vivid and thrilling. The moral 
lesson I have never seen surpassed.”’ 

Mrs. Ward then quoted a remark made by 
a teacher who sat beside her at one perform- 
ance: 

* o. 11 only the high school boys and girls 
could see this play.’ They should see it. Is 
there not some way in which this could be 
arranged? 

The teachers and the students seem to have 
arranged it for themselves. The play deals 
with the attempt of a federal judge who is 
corrupt and who seeks by the aid of his 
wealthy friends who are working their nefar- 
ious schemes with his assistance to suppress 
the story of his and their corruption. They 
seek to influence the newspapers and to in- 
timidate them by threatening loss of adver- 
tising. 

Editor as Public Servant. 

The lesson which Mrs. Ward found in the 
play is vividly told in the story of the young 
editor who refuses to be silenced by these 
‘corruptionists, who day after day prints the 
real facts and never once betrays his trust 
to the public, even though it means loss of | 
position and the girl he loves, who happens 
to be the daughter of the judge. It is the 
story of the exalting of the editor as a public 
servant above the editor as a man, subject 
to the dictates of his own human emotions.

GETS IDEA FROM SEEING PLAY. 


British Home Secretary Witnesses Pro- 
duction Dealing with First Offenders 
and Is Stirred to Action. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 26—Winston Churchill, 
since promotion to the home office, has di- 
rected a good deal of attention to the Eng- 
lish prison system, with the result that he 
has ordered a number of reforms with the 
idea of ameliorating the lot of the convict. 
Churchill is impressionable, but it was not 
generally known that the seeds of reform 
were sowed in his mind through witnessing 
recently a performance of John Galsworthy’s 
prison drama, “Justice,” at Frohman’s 
Repertory theater. The play deals with first 
offenders, and has realistic prison scenes 
showing the tortures of prison life, especially 
solitary confinement. Churchill, who was 
present at the sécond performance, rat 
through the play absorbed, his friends notic- 
ing that he was deeply affected by it. 
Now comes the sequel, for soon after he 
making the rounds of the convict 
pr and studying the system. The first 
outward sign that the seeds fell on good 
ground was the announcement last week 
that the home secretary had authorized the 
prison commission to relieve all prisoners 
not guilty of violence of many degradations 
hitherto put upon them by the prison rules. 
For instance, they may wear their own 
clothes, and will not be forced to clean their 
own cells. They also may occupy part of 
their time in reading their favorite authors. 
In this category are included the militant 
suffragists who get into trouble, but it is only 
fair to Churchill to say that the new order 
affects a far greater number of prisoners 
than this branch of feminine endeavor sup- 
eb int visited the new on for habit - 
ual convicts at Parkhurst. This is the latest 
thing in prisons, but the home secretary has 
come to the conclusion that there is still 
room for improvement. Among other luxu- 
ries to be provided is a recreation ground an 
acté in size, while it is understood that a bil-

LAVA FLOW DIMINISHES. 


Situation, Threatening Early in 
Day, Takes Turn for Bet- 
ter Toward Night. 


CATANIA, March 26—The eruption of 
Mount Etna decreased noticeably today, and 
tonight the worst appears to have been 
passed. Toward night the rumblings in the 
Volcano ceased and the side craters emitted 
‘sand, which is considered an indication that 
the disturbance will not continue much 
longer. . 

The stream of lava moving in the direction 
of Borrello has Giminished in volume and 
velocity, while the flow that has threatened 
Nicolosi almost has ceased. The weather is 
cloudy and at Nicolosi it is snowing. 

Reports from al! points directly affected 
dy the eruption Indicate that the violence 
of the movement within the volcano is sub- 
siding. The various lava streams are ad- 
Vancing slowly, having moved only a few 
yards in the last twelve hours. 

Unless a new eruption occurs there is little 
further danger. Nevertheless detachments 
of soldiers and firemen are held in readiness. 
They have constructed a strong wall around 
the threatened side of Nicolosi. 

Hundreds of peasants have lost their homes 
and belongings and it is said many will emi- 
grate to America. 


Threatening Early in Day. 

The eruptions from the side cratera of 
Etna early in the day were threatening, and 
the flery river formed at the foot of Mount 
Castellazo moved slowly toward Borrello and 
Belpasso, consuming everything in its path. 

The lavatic stream winding in and out over 
the uneven surface at the mountain base has 
covered. probably twenty-five miles, though 
its head is not more than ten miles from the 
sources in an airline. Throughout the night 
the summit of Etna appeared to be ablaze, 
but as day broke a cloud of black smoke 
enveloped the peak. Prolonged rumblings 
Trom the central crater and frequent explo- 
sions from the side fissures served to hold 
in terror the populace for miles around, 

An early morning visit into the threatened 
region afforded a magnificent spectacle for 
the hundreds of sightseers, but there ig an- 
other side to the picture. The terror of the 
peasants was depressing. Panic seed them. 
and though they clung to their little homes 
until the flood was almost upon them they 
then abandoned all but portable property, 
and driving before them their donkeys and 
pigs. the former haded with household 
goods, they wandered about with the single 
alm of preserving what little has been left 
to them. : 


Look Back on Buried Homes, 
On the hilktops little groups of men, wom- 
sadly to the sites of their former homes, cov- 


been overtaken clasped their crucifixes, 
images of the Maddona and the saints, and 
en, and children could be seen looking back 
with cries and prayers implored that their 
huts be spared. 

At times a storm of cinders obscured the 
volcano and then suddenly a shift of the 
wind forced back the cloud and the sun 
smiled down. 

At a roadside altar erected to St. Joseph, 

at a point above Nicolosi, women, priests, 
and children gathered to implore mercy. As 
they knelt they saw in the distance the de- 
structive flood advancing. As it drewnearer 
the agitation among the group increased 
until one exclaimed: 
curred. The lava will not touch the sanctu- 
ary.“ 
The cry was taken up by the others and 
then the chanting of Sicilian hymns was re- 
newed. Nearer came the lava, but when its 
heat had nearly suffocated the praying ones 
the stream was diverted. With cries of joy at 
what appeared to be a miraculous manif<sta- 
tion, the supplicants sprang to their feet. A 
moment later the course of the flood again 
changed and, sweeping down upon the wor- 
shipers, permitted them barely time to flee 
for their lives, while it ingulfed and burned 
the sanctuary. 


LADY CHELSEA TO BE WIFE 
OF SIR HEDWORTH LAMBTON.

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SOUNDS ITALY ON ALLIANCE 


German Chancellor Gets Rome’s 
View on Triple Compact. 


‘Peninsular Kingdom Unwilling to Be- 


come Involved in War.

ROM, March 26.—Notwithstanding the 
Official statements depicting the relations of 
Italy with the other two powers of the triple 
alliance as a never interrupted state of 
honeymoon, whoever beliéves this blindly 
would be much astray not to have an exact 
‘idea of the real situation of the alliance or 
the attitudes of its three members in the 
event of possible European complications. 

The German chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, has come to Rome expressly to 
see with his own eyes and listen with his 
own ears to what is difficult to say in dipio- 
matic notes even for the country which prides 
itself on baving had a Machiavelli as one of 
her sons. 

Italy’s Attitude Explained. 

The German chancellor would have liked to 
receive’ straight answers to straight ques- 
tions, but in this the descendants of Machia- 
velll have proved themselves worthy of their 
ancestor. He is made to understand plainly, 
however, that Italy appreciates the alliance 
as a compact of powers imposing the main- 
tenance of peace. and from this point of 
view, with the addition of some clauses bet- 
ter protecting Italian interests on the east- 
ern frontier, in the Balkans, and the far 
east, she may even renew the arrangement 
in 1913, one year before the expiration. 

Still, the tune chahges. When the possi- 
bility. of common action is spoken of Italy 
absolutely refuses to accept any risk in or 
for the sake of favoring the German plans, 
and will not agree to use not only her forces 
but even her influence in anything in which 
safeguarding Itallan interests would not be 
one of the supreme objects. 

Integrity and Peace Aim. 

What the peninsula cares for above all, 
Dr. Bethmann-Hollweg was told, is the 
integrity of her territory and the pres- 
ervation of peace for at least fifty 
years to come, as it is only for such a 
period of time she can develop her resources 
and have the whole country, from the aorth 
tothesouth ready for great expansion. Until 
then, the German chancellor also was told, 
Germany may plan as many wars as she likes 
against France, England, or Russia, but, 
with or without treaties of alliance, she must 


not expect the active assistance of the young 


kingdom. 

What is, then, the reason for having Italy 
in the alliance? Her participation in the 
alliance signifies a friendly neutrality on her 
part, while, if she was not bound by any 
treaty, she might throw her weight into the 
scale for Germany's enemies at a critical 
moment. f

OF M. NADAR, BOULEVARDIER. 


Dying at 90 in Paris, He Had Won Dis- 
tinction as Communard, Journalist, 
Aerogaut, and Fhatographer.

PARIS, March 26.—Paris has been living 
over again this week its memories of Felix 

Nadar, one of those peculiar characters that 

could be produced nowhere except in France. 

Dying at the age of 90 he had been in turn 

journalist, caricaturist, dilettante, com- 

munard, aeronaut, and photographer, and in 
each of these capacities became famous. 
With his great shock of flaming red hair 
Nadar was one of the most conspicuous of 
the old time boulevardiers. By many he 
was regarded as the father of the heavier- 
than-air flying machine, having outlined the 
principle of it early in the 006. For many 
years he was laughed at for his pains, but 
when Bleriot crossed the English channel 


in hig aeroplane Nadar exclaimed, “* Thank 


God! now I can die happy.“ 

Nadar saved Gen Bergeret, the last of the 
communard leaders to hold out in 1871, from 
being shot as a rebel and miscreant by ask- 
ing M. Thiers, the président of the new re- 
public, for a passport for him that he might 
leave the country. 

Nadar’s own head was not safe at that 
time. Bergeret was held responsible for the 
burning of the Tuileries and the attempted 
destruction of the Louvre in the last hours 
of the commune. Many Americans knew him 
afterward in New York, where he lived as 
a refugee during several years. 

Nadar, whose life spanned five govern- 
mental régimés in France and who was per- 
sonally associated with hundreds of the coun- 
try’s noted men, is said to have left one of 
the most important collections of autographs 
in the world. 


BERLIN AWAITS NEW ENVOY. 


Chang Lang Tung Is Chosen to Repre- 
sent China in the Kaiser’s 
‘Capital.

BERLIN, March 26.—Chang Liang Tung, 
former minister to Washington, has been ap- 
pointed minister to Berlin and will soon take 
up his duties here. 

Chang visited Berlin in 1901 as a member 
of Prince Tehun's mission of apology for the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler, the kaiser's 
minister to Peking during the boxer rebellion. 
He also was here a few months ago as a 
member of the Chinése naval commission of 
inquiry. 

The retiring Chinese minister in Berlin is 
a @stinguished soldier, Gen. Yint-Chang, 
who returns to Peking to become minister of 
war. 

Yint-Chang is the same sort of a popular 
character in Germany as was Wu Ting-fang 
in America. The general served as a Heuten- 
ant in the German army twenty years ago, 
and since has been minister to Berlin on two 
separate occasions. He speaks German like 
a Berliner, and has mastered the nasal draw) 
affected by guard lieutenants. 

One day when a party of German soldiers 
were prowling about Tien-Tsin during its 
occupation by the allies, Yint-Chang ad- 
dressed them in the snarling tone they were 
accustomed to hear in their own barracks.

After Yint-Chang had en- 
joyed the joke he allowed the soldiers to 
go on their way rejoicing.

BOOM IN RUBBER 
AROUSES GOLFERS 


Advance in Price of Crude Ar- 


ticle in London Boosts 
Cost of Balls. 


BRISK DOINGS ON CHANGE 


Many New Plantation Companies 
Launched Are Expected to 
Affect the Supply. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 26.—Thursday last saw 
a great exodus of city men to the country 
and seaside with their pockets better filled 
than had been their lot for years. 

Bears on the stock exchange attempted an 
onslaught on prices early in the weék, but 
had reason to regret their rashness before 
the house closed for the Easter vacation. 
The floating supply of stock is small and as 
there was a genuine demand for all which 
was offered the shorts were playing a dan- 
gerous game. This particularly was the 
case with rubber, which still maintains its 
pretminence in the boom line. 

No fewer than ten more rubber companies 
with an aggregate capital of nearly $2,000,000 
have been offered to the public within a 
week. Since the beginning of the year 110 
companies with nominal capital about 527. 
500,000 have sought subscriptions, whereas 
the total capitalization of all the rubber 
companies floated during the whole of last 
year was only $68,750,000 and in 1908 the 
corresponding figure was little more than 
310.000, 000. N 

‘Effect on Production. 

The important aspect of this rubber com- 
pany promotion boom is the probable effect 
on the production of material. For instance, 
four companies which are now appealing for 
capital hope to produce about 74,000 pounds 
of raw material next year, increasing the es- 
timate to almost 600,000 pounds by 1015. 

There are now about 800 producing rubber 
plantation companies in existence and the 
production of plantation rubber already has 
increased within five years from 200 tons to 
4,000 tons a year. Meanwhile the rise in the 
price of raw rubber, which has doubled within 


twelve months. is causing an advance of the 


prices of articles into the manufacture of 
which rubber enters. 

Rubber is more extensively used than is 
generally supposed. It enters largely into 
the manufacture of such utterly dissimilar 
articles as billiard tables, babies’ feeding bot- 
tles, motor and cycle tires, mats, shoes, golf 
balls, tobacco pouches, waterproofs, electric 
cables, and garden hose. All these have been 
raised in price by from 10 to as’ much as 100 
per cent. 


„Polt Balls Jump in Pries. 

An advance which has caused general at- 
tention is that in the price of golf balls. Play- 
ert laying in a stock for the Haste? holidays 
found that instead of 50 cents for the best 
variety they had to give G2% cents. 

This sudden increase of 25 per cent in the 
retail price means also a combination of some 
of the leading makers. In effect, a trust in 
golf balls has been created. All the golfers 
hope for is that one or two, by no means un- 
important firms which are still outside, win 
continue independent and so Smash the trust. 

The makers who have adwanced the price 
assert rubber has gone up so as to make the 
increase imperative as the only means of self- 
defense. 

A vear ago rubber thread was selling at 
only $2.62 a pound. Now it is costing $3.75 u 
pound. On the other hand, it is estimated 
that approximately one pound of rubber 
thread at $3.75 would make eighteen balls, 
while rubber also is necessary ia the mixture 
of which the cover is made. 


Golfers Are Indignant, 


Golfers contend that present indications 
in the rubber market do not justify the ac- 
tion of the trust. It is true the boom con- 
tinues. but no one, except possibly the 
brokers, expect the price will long remain 
where it is quoted today. 

The creation of new companies and the 
development of their: new estates must of 
necessity place a bigger supply on the mar- 
ket. The manufacturers declare that in thé 
United States the cost of good golf balls is 
62% cents, equivalent to half a crown, and 
the Engtish golfer cannot, under present 
conditions, expect to pay less. Golfers 
throughout the country, however, are in- 


dignant. 


LONDON DESERTED FOR TIME. 


Closing of Business Houses for Zeveral 
Days’ Vacation Gives Thousands 
Chance to Enter Country.

LONDON, March 26.—With every prospect 
of exceptionally fine weather, and with a 
majority of business houses shut from 
Thursday to Wednesday, Londoners were 
not slow to take advantage and leave the 
metropolis in large numbers to spend the 
holiday in the country or at the seaside. It 
is estimated that nearly 1,000,000 holiday 
makers left London this week end, the ma- 
jority going to the south coast, although 
many, especially Americans, are spending 
Easter n Paris. 

On Good Friday London seemed deserted, 
the big hotels being particularly empty. 
Even the Savoy had scarcely any one left to 
efitertain. The opportunity was seized for 
spring cleahing and repainting, and work 
thue was found for 1,000 men day and night. 

One feature of Good Friday in London was 
the striking growth of the number of relig- 
fous services held, the majority being re- 
markably well attended, in spite of the tempt- 
ingly finé weather. At night many of the 
music halis were used for a similar object, 
the meetings being addressed by noted di- 
vines, including the bishop of London, who 
spoke in, the poorest part of the east end.

Bruce Tells Plans for Expedition 
in the Antarctic 


TWO YEARS TO BE USED. 


Royal Geographical Society Hears Out- 
line of His Program. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO rammt. 

LONDON, March 8. Dr. W. 8. Bruce, the 
Scottish antarctic explorer, whose plans for 
another expedition to the far south have been 
lost sight in greater attention aroused b> 
Scott and American expedition, is still in 
the running, although he discountenances 
anything in the nature of what he calls a 
Marathon race to the south pole, 

Dr. Bruce in laying his plans before the 
Royal Scottish Geographical society at Edin- 
purgh, said he had no idea of competing with 
the other south polar expeditions, but his 
idea was to reach the south pole in a journey 
across the antarctic continent. To carry out 
his plau he estimated $250,000 would be re- 
quired, oe 

Plans for the Expedition. 

His expedition will leave Scotland about 
May 1, 1911, and reach Buenos Aires about 
June 20; Cape Town should be reached on 
Sept. 1. After a sigsag course for scientific 
purposes from Cape Town the course will be 
steered to the Sandwich group, thence to 
Coats Land, or near it, where @ party of ten 
or twelve will land and erect a house, while 
the ship will proceed to Melbourne, wintering 
there and conducting ecientific investigations 
on the way. 

In the next spring the ship will push south- 
ward to McMurdo strait and Victoria Land in 
order to send a.sledge party southward with 
supplies for another party which, under Dr. 
Bruce s leadership, would be crossing over 
the antarctic continent by the way of the 
south pole from Coats Land. 


Two Years in Antarctic, 

If the plan succeeds the two parties would 
probably meet near the Beardmore glacier 
and would return to the ship and sail for 
New Zealand. From New Zealand the ship 
would go to Magellan strait or the Falkland 


islands, and in-the following spring would go 


south in Weddell! sea to relieve the wintering 
party, which would then have spent two years 
there studying the coast line of the agtaretic.

MAGYARS IN THE OFFICES 


Returned Emigrants Tell Dr. 
Dorsey of Their Experiences 
in America,

NAGYSZENTMIKLOS, Hungary, Jan. 4. 
-—This morning nine men left his village for 
St. Paul. Like the Banat, Nagyszentmiklos 
is a mosaic set in rich black mud. It has a 
population of over 10,000, but in spite of the 
big flour mill, brewery, and real palace of a 
real count it is a viNage. But not a Hun- 
garian village. About 4,800 of its people 
are Roumanians, 4,500 Germans or Swab- 
fans. The remainder are Serbs. 
There are enough Magyars in the village to 
administer its politics, enough Jews to take 
care of its little business, and enough real 
Germans to manage its three industrial es- 
tablishments. There are at least 700 men 
from this village today in the United States. 
Of these about 70 per cent are Roumanians, 
5 per cent Serbs, and 25 per cent Ge ns, 
According to the notary, American emigra- 
tion began eight years ago. In 1907 it reached 
its height, when over 400 departed, but this 
figure may again be equaled in 1910, for, ae 
the notary says, good times have returned in 
America. the peasants need American money 
as much as in the past, and the emigration 
law fails utterly to stop the flow. When 
they cannot go legally they runaway. Those 
who fail in America return, some without 
money, others broken in health. In spite of 
their failure they are not content and are 
always wishing to go back again. The emi- 
grants are, as a rule, land owners, with little 
farms, heavily mortgaged, due to the fact 
that on the emancipaiton of the serfs they 
were allotted more lana than they have been 
able to pay for. Land here has increased in 
value. Thirty years ago it could be bought 
for $28 an acre; now it is worth from $215 to 
$285, and some of it Has been sold as higti as 
$425. 

Wages Exceedingly Low. 
The notary’s wife pays her cook $5 a month 
and her other servants $8 a month. In the 
brewery,. flour mill, and brick factory the 
wages rarely exceed 50 cents a day; more 
often they are much less. Low wages, ina- 
bility during many months to find work at 
all, less than 475 proprietors out of more than 
10,000 population, many of these petty 
farmers in debt; such are the factors which

As the notary has a wide knowledge of the 
different Mnguistic groups about here, and 
seemed a fair minded man, his opinion as 
to the relative merits of his people is of value. 


Comparison of Races. 

First in Intelligence, thirft, a knowledge of 
domestic ‘economy, and love of stomach he 
places the Germans, who, relatively. are best 
off in land. The Bulgarians of the nearby vil- 
lage are the best laborers, better developed 
physically, and most economical. The Rou- 
manians have few needs, living a more 
frugal life than the Germans or Bulgarians, 
and are content with meager surroundings, 
scant fare, and- primitive cooking. The Ser- 
vlan he regards as of least value. The fact 
of the slight Servian emigration he explains 
by their dislike of work. In matters of mor- 
ality, he ranks them thus: Bulgarians, Ger- 
mans, Roumanians, Servians, But, he says, 
there is a great difference in this respect be- 
tween the Servians and the other three 
groups. ; 

The manager of the flour mill, who employs 
sixty men, regards the Germans and Rou- 
manians as superior to the Serbs. The Rou- 
manians are more likely to commit petty 
theft than the Serbs or Germans, due to a 
certain extent to their ignorance of the law. 
The Servians are the greatest drinkers. The 
Roumanians are Greek orientalis, the Serbs, 
Greek Catholics. 

In the notary’s office, I met a German of 50 
years, prematurely aged, who spent two 
years as porter in an Eighth street.restau- 
rant in New York. There he earned $25 a 
month and returned with $400, with which he 
helped pay for a house and three acres of 
land. He likes New York, but fears that he 
is too old to return. He learned no English 
because he heard none. All about him they 
spoke German. He has two sons in New 
York, béth barbers, and a daughter who 
works as a domestic. They are not expected 
to return to Hungary, except perhaps to pay 
a visit to their parents. 


Just Back from America. 
Another German I met returned from New 
York three weeks ago, where he had spent 
three years. He is a big, strong man, and 
worked as porter in a restaurant in Eighty- 
sixth street. I asked if he would return to 
America. He said: No, no more like; bet - 
ter here, and I got enough.“ He was one of 
210 from this village last year at an east side 
dance. He says that practically none of the 
Germans from Nagyszentmiklos get beyond 
New York. The few who do, go to Chicago 
or St. Louis. There are more than a hundred 
from the village today in New York, includ- 
ing about thirty familes who are not ex- 
pected to return. The men of nearly all these 
families have made the trip to America 
twice. Rarely does the emigrant remain 
on his first visit; even morerarelyv does he go 
the first time with the intention of remain- 
ing.

Another long drive through rows of Rou- 
manian houses with their bright colors 
brings us to the German quarter of Nagys- 
gentmiklos. A better economic condition 
looks out from every window. First, into 
the house of a German of perhaps 30 years, 
who worked in Detroit. He said he cried for 
two weeks when he came back, The really 
dificult things to understand.is why they 
ever come back. This man has a good house, 
with pine floors covered with mats, a deco- 
rated earthen heater, good tables, chairs, 
etc, In the great smokehood over the fire- 
place in the kitchen are perhaps twenty 
hams and pieces of bacon.

Spa in's new premier, Don José Canalejas, 
bears a name that is familiar in this coun- 
try, at any rate to those who have fairly 
good memories. For as soon as ever Queen 
Regent Christina, in the hope of averting a 
conflict with the United States, confided in 
November, 1897, the direction of affairs to 
the Libera! leader, Sagasta, who forthwith 
recalled Gen. Weyler from Havana and sent 
the kindly, old Marshal Blanco to the An- 
tihes in bis stead to inaugurate a more con- 
ciliatory and humane policy in Cuba, Canal- 
ejas sailed for New York. | 

Owner and editor of the Madrid newspa- 
per El Heraldo, the most authoritative organ 
of the Liberal party in Spain former presi- 
dent of the Academy of Jurisprudence at 
Madrid, and having held office in turn as 


minister of justice, of finance, of public in- 


struction, and of public works in various 
Liberal cabinets, and with a record of sev- 
enteen years of parliamentary activity to 
hig credit, his arrival in New York naturally 
attracted a good deal of attention. 

He was, however, careful to explain that 
he had not come to America in any official 
capacity, but only as a hewspaper editor 
seeking enlightenment as.to the real char- 
acter of American sentfment concerning the 
Antilles, especially in government and po- 
litical circles at Washington, in financial

Canalejas spent two or three weeks in thig 
country and saw privately President Mc- 
Kinley as, well as many other important 
personages in the national capital and in 
New York; and ashe readily conceded that 
the United States, by reason of its proximity 
to Cuba, was entitled to expreas its views 
about the disturbed conditions there, and 
moreover gave assurances that the Sagasta 
administration was determined to deal with 
the Antilles in the most liberal spirit in po- 
litical and economic matters and without 
any chicanery, and granting the most com- 
plete autonomy, he was received here every- 
where with the courtesy and cordiality due 
to so enlightened and distinguished a states- 
man. 

Canalejas, while he saw a good deal of the 
Spanish envoy in Washington, M. Dupuy de 
Lome, did not permit himself to be infiu- 
enced by him.

The principal feature about the new ad- 
ministration is the. relative youth of the 
members. They are all men in the prime of 
life, instead of veterans, the premier himeeif 
being but 56 years of age. The consequence 
is that they are imbued with energy, and with 
a resolve to accomplish something, even if it 
involves hard fighting, instead of eternally 
compromising with adversaries and purchas- 
ing temporary peace by means of conces- 
sions. This has been the fault of most of the 
older Liberal statesmen since the death of 
Sagasta, especially of Sefior Moret, whom 
Canalejas has just succeeded in the office of 
premier. ‘ . 

Moret was forever compromising, and 
owing to this, accomplished so little in the 
way of bringing about the reforms to which 
his following was committed,-that the people 
became disgusted with 4 party which, more 
than any othter, personified that defect of 
Spanish character—namely: procrastination 
the policy or manana —that is to say, of 
putting off everything till the morrow.

‘China is impossible. 


New Speaker of Duma Expected to 
Influence Czar Greatly. 


[BY CASLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 26.—In justity- 
ing before the duma this week the enormous 
appropriation of $266,312,116 for the working 
expenses of Russia's state qvned railway 
system for 1910, Minister Roukhloff, who 
directs the department, mentioned two con- 
siderations having immediate bearing on the 
government’s Manchurian policy and the 
relations of Japan and China. y 

He explained that the costliness of Russia s 
railroad system in comparison with other 
great transportation areas was due chiefly to 
the fact that her railroads toward the border 


“of her territory are built mainly for strategic 


purposes and have to carry gratuitously pas- 
sengers and freight. 

On behalf of the government he indicated 
that the construction im China of a railroad 
leading to the Russian frontier would entail 
a great increase of expenditure in bis depart- 
ment. Altogether he sought to convince the 
legislature thet any intensifying political 
difficulties in the orient will have for their 
immediate effect the making of the govern- 
ment railroad system costlier than ever to 
the taxpayers. As it is the year’s budget is 
$5.218,650 higher than the requirements of 
1900. 


New Speaker Is Aggressive. 

The election of Alexander Gutchkoff to the 
speakership of the duma also has a bearing 
on the czar’s treatment of the situation in the 
orient. The speaker has a right to a personal 
audience with the czar when he wishes to 
communicate a statement of general policy 
he thinks the sovereign should hear 
than through the ! govern- 
ment. departments. Gutchkoff mé@y be 
depended upon to exercise his right 
freely, as he is one of the few Russians 
who visited Japan as a political inquirer, and 
knows Manchuria and China. After the 
Manchurian campaign, wherein he was a 
volunteer in the ficld hospital corps, he went 
direct to Japan, where he watched the na- 
tional attitude during the Portsmouth peace 
negotiations. 

Beyond the fact that he represents in the 
duma the Moscow industrial interests which 
are undersold in the orient by the Japanese, ft 
is known that he does not believe in any last- 
ing understanding with Japan, but for the 
present agrees with the influential Moscow 
opinion that any working arrangement with 
Last year Gutehkoff 
was chairman of the duma’s army committee 
and obtained the passage of the entire appro- 
priation the war department asked for, be- 
sides helping actively in the military organi- 
zation. 0 


Is Liked by Czar for Patriotism. 


His vigorous patriotism makes him persona 
grata to the czar, despite his memorable 
arraignment of the incompetent grar d dukes 
which preceded their wholesale’resignations 
from important commands. As a result of 
his probable conferences with the czar people 
expect to see Russia take a more resolute 
attitude than in the last few years, when she 
has had to support outside interference dur- 
ing domestic reorganization. 

The ministry of the interior has issued its 
annual census of young men liable to and 
certified fit for service in Russia’s conscript 
army. The total for 1910 is 1.201.889. whereof 
456 635 will be called and distributed as re- 
cruits among the existing military establish- 
ments. Of the grand total, 879,902 are or- 
thodox Slav Christians from Great, Little, 
and White Russia, 217,305 are Catholic or 
Protestant Christians, 64,637 are Jews, and 
38.004 are Mohammedans. 


ATTACKS THE CHICAGO BOARD. 


Nebraska Grain Man, in Answer to Suit, 
Says It Violates Sherman 
Law. 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 26.—Accusing the 
Chicago board of trade of violating the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, Herbert E. Goocn, rresi- 
dent of the H. E. Gooch Grain company. filed 
an answer in the federal court today asking 
that the writ of injunction requested by the 
Chicago men be denied. 

Recently suit was filed by the board of 
trade, alleging that the Gooch company was 
using the Chicago quotations. A restraining 
order was asked. 

Gooch declared he has not infringed cr the 
board of trade and does not use tHe prices in 
question. He charges the board of trade 
with dealing primarily in speculative deals. 
and that the organization is in reality a 
combination in restraint of trade.

Musical Eviitor, Tribune: Before ancther season 
of grand opera opens, might one of the humble ig- 
mporant public ask for a little light? Surely some 
of our music critics can help us. 

What are some of the defects of those operas in 
which there is melody from the raising of the 
conductor’s batom until the audience rises to de- 
part? 

What is the objection to a recognizable tune? 
What, to a highly colored and improbab:e romance? 
What is the matter with the public's ese, ear, and. 
imagination? Were there never any gypsies, stolen 
children, abductions, prigone, cruel brothers, in- 
human fathers, forgiving mothers, mad women, 
no duels, no avenging of ingults with dagger 
thrusts, no Camilles, no Carmens, no Rigolettos? 

Is it stilted to leave a character alone on the 
stage long enough to publish his or her feelings in 
song? Are people in real life never left alone? 
Must the music fit the action so closely that every 
ene can tell just what must happen next before the 
singer's mouth is open? Why have any words at 
all?

HE foregoing communication from one 
of the great publie —one is moved 
to doubt the ignorance and likewise 
the humility claimed for its writer and 
the cHentele he would represent—will 

be as the balm of Gilead to the wounded 
heart of Mr. Neumann. Mr, Neumann con- 
tends that he ts giving opera for the public, 
not for the musicians and the critics, and, 
according to Mr. Neumann and his champion, 
Mr. Wentworth, the public wants to bear

the music that it already knows by heart 
sung by great singers. 

Mr. Neumann cites an advance of $110,000 
to prove it, so we may safely assume that 
it is true for a large portion of the public, 
even if we know that there is another group 
of musie lovers that is able to derive pleas- 
ure from works that have not been incor- 
porated into the repertory of the hand organ 
some two generations ago, and that there 
is yet another division of the great public 
that is vitally interested in hearing some 
thing new. 

This much Mr. Wentworth's letter makes 
unmistakably clear. The music critic spends 
too much of his time in listening carefully 
and analytically to music that is compli- 
cated to be in entire sympathy with operas 
of the old. Italian school. Most of it is 
music that is inspired by ideals completely 
at variance with those that led Gaetano 
Donizetti, Vincenzo Bellini, and the younger 
Verdi to their easily achieved goals. It is 
tuneful music, most of it, and therefore the 
critic and the serious music lover harbors 
no hard and fast objection to melody. On 
the contrary, he is delighted to discover 
melody that is noble, and finds no fault wuate 
ever if it also be obvious. 

—>- 

But he does experience a sense of weariness . 

when the composer is only tuneful and does 


not support his melody by the environment 


of beautiful and varied harmony; when he 
ignores the variety that the orchestra makes 
possible; when he constructs his melodies 
on the most conventional rhythms, shapes 
them into patterns that exhibit no inventive 
skill, and adheres generally to the line of 
least resistance. Such music cannot be re 
garded as worthy. One car.not ascribe to it 
the highest elements of beauty. 

Opera may be viewed from various angles. 
One may look upon it as music primarily 
ang demand little or no connection between 
action and the accompanying music. lt was 
thus that the old Italian composers regarded 
it and it is perfectly permissible to judge 
their creations solely by such musical worth 
as they may attain and to ignore entirely 
the melodramatic plots of their libretti even 
as one must disregard the literary merits of 
the same which are nonextant. 

If any one is disposed to doubt this last 

let him read the libretto ot Lue 
“Traviata,” “Il Trovatore,” or even 

of “Ia Boheme”: or “Mme. Butterfly.” 
Modern Italy is said to be particularly proud 
of the progress represented by Puccini's 
Wbretti. If the following excerpt from La 
Boheme represents progress, then one may 
safely assume that the old Italians were wise 
in attempting no close relationship between 
music and text, For their texts were even

be interested im their crass exaggerations. 
They are tolerated only because of their 
taheful settings and the fauits which the 
critically inclined discover in these game set- 
tings are not limited to the frequent banality 
of the music. Having heard these same op- 
eras often and having acquired equal - 
miliarity with operas of another achood, he 
lo more and more offended by the total lack 
of relation between the music and the ac- 
tion. Music, to be worth anything at aii, 
must be symbolic. 

So eminent an authority as Frans Knete 
contends that there is no such thing as purety 
objective music, even in the dry archives of 
the most ancient chamber music, or the most 
ponderous tomes of the contrapuntalists. 
Hence anything so obvious in its mood val 
ues as an easily perceived italian tune should 
have at least some reiation to the dramatic 
action with which it is associated. 

Unfortunately for the permanence of their 
music, the old ltalians made no effort to 
associate the mood of the action and the 
music. Indeed, they habitually contradict 
the one with the other. The history of opera 
is merely the story of the gradual awaken- 
ing of the composer, and after—iong after— 
him, the public, to the absurdity ot this con- 
tradiction. Progress in opera represents the 
efforts made by various schoois to attain a 
nearer relation between music and dre- 
matic action. Few of these efforts have been 
completely successful.

ft would have been a truly lamentable af- 
fair. Had the play, for instance, been pro- 
duced further uptown, or by any other man- 
ager, one could feadjly see the terrible 
things that would: fave happened to it. 

Its simplicity at the Garden theater was 
one of its charms, the curtain remaining up 
during all the evening. and the audience

r. It was a company, too, that en- 
tered into the spirit of the undertaking, and, 
although here and there some . flagrantly 
modern manner jarred the eye and the ear, 
the performance as & whole was a most fas- 
cinating one. j 

Occasionally, it is true, Faustus uttered 
some of Mariowe's mighty lines—this review, 
of course, would not have been complete if 
we had not said mighty une at least 
once—as if they had been written by the 
Ibsen of Gdosts. But, despite that, the 
poetry was there, the jmagination was there, 
the fire, the vigor, the simple ferocity, and 
one sat in that darkened theater and got 
an absolute glimpse not only of the Faustus 
that Marlowe imagined but of the people 
for whom he wrote and of the poor unfor- 
tunate himself. 

> 


It was Taine who said that Marlowe was to 
what was to Raphael, 

and what makes the comparison most apt is 
the fact that Marlowe, like Perugino, was 
wonderfully in advance of his own time, as 
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both Raphael and Shakspeare painted and 
wrote far in advance of their day. The blood 
of London ran through Marlowe’s veins, and 
this play, with its mixture of imagination 
and fire and fact as Marlowe saw it, was just 
the thing that appealed to that bear baiting 
crowd that stood in what we now call the 
orchestra and swore and fought as they 
listened to Faustus’ long speeches and glee- 
fully gaw him dragged down. 

The endeavor to read into the Elizabethan 
audience an attitude of philosophic criticism 
as they listened to the plays of Shakspeare 
and Marlowe is, of course, a tremendous 
joke. The plays were written for them and 
not for their souls, if those robust beggars 
of the sixteenth century had any. Not only 
in his plays but in his life did poor old Mar- 
lowe represent that unruly period—stabbed 
to death as he was by having a dagger in his 
own hand forced through his eyes and brain 
in a wl over a dirty drab of the dirty nar- 
row streets of the London of 1504. 

One felt a little pride im one’s Anglo-Saxon 
pedigree that it was this typical Anglo-Saxon 
son of a shoemaker who wrote the first great 
tragedy on this eternal theme. Poor old John 


Faust, a real person, undoubtedly was in his- 


way, I imagine, more of a simple minded soul 
than even his biographers, not to say his 
dramatists, have given him credit for. Had 
he lived in our day I think he would have 
deen a millionaire, with many magazine 
articles to his credit, instead of the progeni- 
tor of so many interesting plays and tenor 
solos. 

His ability to make curious plants and 
flowers grow might have stamped him asa 
Burbank. The sparks that he produced 
showed that he was not without relationship 


to Edison and the vague reference to his fly- | 


ing machine might have made him a brother- 
at-court of Wilbur F. Wright. 

Marlowe undoubtedly got his own ideas 
of the character fromthe “* Marionettes of 
Dr. Faust (anonymous), printed in 1570, 
his own play not being written until 1590. 
The next play on the subject was published 
in Leipsic in 1598 in Latin verse and was 
“Justi Placidi Infelix Prudentia,’’ which 
might be roughly translated Poor John.“ 


It was to this play and to the stock plece 


used on the puppet theaters of Germany 
before Marlowe's time that both Goethe and 


Lessing owe their inspiration to take up the 


same theme, Lessing’s most unfortunately, 
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Its Simplicity. 


as his play was either uncompleted or lost. 

It was following the first part of Goethe's 
Faust,“ in 1790, exactly 200 years after 
Marlowe had written his, that there came a 
flood of other Fausts, dramatic and operatic, 
from that of Count de Sorden in 1791 to the 
burlesque tragedy of Klingerman, who, after 
all, was merely a Faust hard up for cash and 
not unlike some of our American captains 
of industry. Between 1814 and 1859 alone 


there were ten more or less notable operas 


produced on the theme, so that one might 
readily say that it was a period when the 
devil got his due. 

As a matter of record it might be interest- 
ing to name them and their authors: Strauss, 
German, 1814; Nickl, 1815; Spohr, Vienna, 
1814; De Seyfried, Vienna, 1820; Biancourt, 


1827; Lindpainter, Berlin, 1831; Mlle. Angel- 


ique Bertin, French, 1831; De Pallert. Brus- 
sels, 1834; Rietz, Düsseldorf, 1836; Gounod, 
1859.

Many persons of artistic distinction have 
joined with the patriotic. American mugician 
in seeking to dissuade his countrymen from 
going to HBurope for the so-called “ finish- 
ing touches, and though he turns a deaf 
ear, to his compatriot, the American student 
and the American parent is- beginning to 
listen to the artist he has learned to revere.: 

Three years ago the great French con- 
poser, Vincent d Indy, wrote a lengthy re- 
view of his impressions of American, mu- 
sical Hfe and his strongest indictment was 
found in our slavish devotion to European 
opinion. Mme. Schumann-Heink, wbose 
place in the affection of the music loving 
public of America should entitle her to a 
hearing, said to the writer thet, in her opin- 
ion, the musical future of the covatry de- 
pended not upon the concerts of the great 
foreign artists, but rather upon the creative 
and interpretative efforts of the native artist, 
trained in America.

THE LESSON OF THE WABASH 

: AVENUE FIRE. Siege 

The terrible fire tragedy of Friday ha 
given dread emphasis to our need for a 
thorough investigation of the subject of 
proper housing and protection of workers. 
The city theaters and assembly halls, we 
believe, are at this time adequately or- 
ganized and equipped against fire. But 
the same standard of safety does not exist 
generally where people congregate, as they 
must, in factorie# and shops. 

Sech a standard is in fact virtually im- 
possible to maintain throughout a city 
which so rapidly is outgrowing its clothes, 
But for that very reason not only should 
such casualties as Friday's be thorough- 
ly investigated, but a wider and more far- 
seeing investigation should be made of 
conditions thronghout the city. To oust 
fn official or to convict an individual, if 
they are really guilty of culpable negli- 
gence or more serious faults, has an im- 
mediate effect. But it is not a construc- 
tive and lasting one. What is even more 
desirable is such a study of general con- 
ditions as will enable the city to change 
them radically. 

Concerning immediate responsibility for 
the Fish fire there are and will be charges 
and counter charges. This responsibility 
will be established, but much more than 
that is called for. The future should be 
looked to in order that fewer precious lives 
be sacrificed. 

Respecting the detail of fire escapes 
especially, Toe TRrsuNE suggests that the 
wisdom of the proposal made by the mayor 
and rejected by the council is proved. The 
mayor, at the fire chief's recommendation, 
asked that the subject of fire escapes be 
taken out of the building department and 
placed in the fire department. This should 
be done without delay. 


INDIFFERENCE OF COLLEGE MAN 
TO LAWLESSNESS. 

Tue TRreune begs to acknowledge the 
receipt of a rather interesting leaflet, or 
folder, bearing the stirring title: 

Indifference of College Men to Lawless- 
ness. 

It is a “report by the Oberlin extension 
committee to the officers of the Oberlin 
Association of IIlinois, and our copy 
bears upon its first page in lead pencil- 
ing over the title the following query: 

0 is The Tribune going to do about 

it : 
We are somewhat divided in our emo- 
tions over this appeal. We are pleased 
with the inference that, if college men 
are indifferent to lawlessness, ‘THe TRIB- 
UNE is looked to by at least one earnest 
protestant as the responsible agent of 
their awakening. But, on the other hand, 
we confess a painful consciousness of un- 
certainty as to what we ought “to do 
about it.” 

We accept, of course, without hesitation 
the assurance of the Oberlin association 
that college men are indifferent to lawless- 
ness, but for the moment, at least, we 
find nothing better to do than to quote 
from the committee’s leaflet a number of 
explanations or comments upon this de- 
plorable fact made by meets of the 
economics or political science departments 
of various colleges and universities. Di- 
agnosis is properly prior to treatment, and 
we do not hesitate to take advice before 
doing something about it. 

One view is: The reason college men 
do not get into action against lawlessness 
is because college men are lawbreakers 
themselves.” This is stated in varying 
form by several of the contributors. The 
want of discipline in American schools and 
the rowdyism which so often goes unpun- 
ished, or is inadequately punished, if not 
deliberately condoned as the permissible 
wild oats sowing of youth, may very well 
educate the student in indifference to law. 

But there is added to this charge a 
broader complaint against the effects of 
college training and cojlege life. For ex- 
ample, one commentator believes that col- 
lege students “ get ideas of a standard 
of living which it takes them the larger 
part of their most strenuous years to find 
the means of approaching.” When that 
end is attained, if it ever is attained, the 
student has become the * tired business 
man and has no energy left for an al- 
truistic struggle for public good. 

To permitted lawlessness and luxury 
among students is added, it seems, a 
fundamental onesidedness in affirmative 
training. This is stated best by the rep- 
resentative of the College of the City of 
New York, though this view is virtually 
duplicated from the other side of the con- 
tinent—namely: the University of Neva- 
da. The New Yorker says: 


The college man has not been systematically 
trained to react against lawleseness. Competitive 
standards are constantly before him; his personal 
responsibility for the welfare of the social group 
about him is very slight; and the idea of service is 
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with most editors 8. maler consideration, 
‘absorbing a large part, if not the chief 
part, of their energy. In fact, Tun 
Trreune, like most of its contemporaries, 
is doing something about it every day. 
Indifference to public and private evils, 
‘indifference among college men and men 
who never have seen the outside of a codl- 
lege. indifference not only to lawlessness 
but to many evils that are lawful, this 


nizes as the arch enemy. His warfare 
against it is unceasing. If he does not 
achieve its prompt and final overthrow, 
he must excuse himself on the grounds of 
his human limitations and the perversity 
of his fellow man. 

And although the journalist acquires 
from the rich fund of his experience a 
sense of the worthy nran’s indifference to 
evil, a sense unequaled even by that of 
the Oberlin association, he also draws 
from that fund an appreciation of the ak 
truistic activities of the people and of 
the constructive forces at work for good 
in the national life. The knowledge of 
these keeps him hoping and fighting. 
Blinking the harsh facts is a costly lux- 


go disposed. But he is also saved in the 
long run from the slough of despond Anto 
which so many ardent pilgrims of reform 
finally end. 


CONGRESS AND THE OSTRICH HABIT. 

The wisdom of the ostrich again reveals 
itself in the attitude of certain conspicuous 
members of congress towards the facts 
disclosed by Tun Trisuner’s poll of Re 
publican editors, east and west, on the 
subject of the tariff. It has been shown 
that the average man in the party does 
not believe that he had a fair deal from 
his representatives and that he blames the 
congressional methods and the congres- 
sional] organization for it. 

Part of his resentment has taken sub- 
stantial form in the national house, but 
even that, which might be regarded by 
the most obtuse as at least a hint, fails 
to teach anything. 
Pennsylvania content themselves with 
charging the thermometer with bad faith 
instead of reading it. The Republican 
party just now is threatened with no dan- 
ger other than that which its own fatuous 
representatives are making for it. Party 
leaders who can look at the results in the 
Fourteenth Massachusetts congressional 
district and then meet the issue raised 
by Tue Trisune’s poll by simply calling 
it inaccurate are blessed with a wonderful 
power of resisting the truth.

This is only one of recent indications 
that scientists are awakening to some- 
thing of which Tue Trarsune has spoken 
more than once—the importance of in- 
vestigating the sense of smell and the re- 
lation of odors to human life.

It 
exists as a survival of something which, 
undogbtedly, was much keener and better 
developed than at the present time.

Pseudo 
scientific articles have been written on the 
morality of perfumes, or seeking to con- 
nect them by analogy with musical notes 
or colors. How much of this is fact and 
how much is susceptible of proof remains 
for the scientists, but it is undoubtedly 
true that odors play a more subtle part 
in the pleasure or the discomfort of hu- 
man life than we generally suspect. 


THE COUNCIL AND THE COMING 
ELECTION. 

The nonpartisan organization of the 
council seems now assured for another ses- 
gion, for which the city has once more to 
thank the Municipal Voters’ league and 
the aldermen who have cobperated to per- 
petuate this necessary safeguard against 
misgovernment. c 

Fortunately public opinion is well crys- 
tallized on this reform, and except in 
wards where there may be said to be no 
public opinion, nonpartisan organization is 
appreciated and insisted upon as a perma- 
nent policy. The tendency of intelligent 
voters is steadily towards the abolition of 
all partisan distinetions in local affairs, 
where what is wented is, honesty and 
efficiency regardless of opinions upon na- 
tional issues. 
tendency that while nonpartisanship in 
local politics is by no means established as 
yet, save in some of the smaller cities, its 
theory is’ generally recognized and must 
eventually prevail. 

The assurance of a nonpartisan organi- 
gation of the council hardly relieves the 
tension over the election situation. Even 
though the complication of the temper- 
ance issue has been removed, redis- 
tricting and other more local factors 
have entered into the situation in a 
number of wards, threatening several of 
the aldermen who ought to be returned. 
Ald. Dever of the 8 teenth ward and 
Ald. Finn of the Twentieth are perhaps 
the most conspicuous examples. Special 
effort should be made by independent citi- 
zens not only on behalf of these two ex- 
cellent men but in several, other wards 
where faction or party interest is ob- 
scuring more legitimate . considerations. 
Ot these critical wards Tun Trisune 
will later have something to say. If the 
present level of the council cannot be 
raised at the coming election, at least an 
aggressive fight must be made to prevent 
its being appreciably lowered. 


GENIUS GREATER THAN 
NATIONALITY. 

Every now and then Mr. George Ber- 
nard Shaw says, in the midst of much flip- 
pancy, a really great thing. Whether itis 
the surprising quality of the nonsense, or 
the original character of the sporadic 
greatness which has made him a name 
among the distinguished of his day, is be- 
side the point. Illustrations of his non- 
sense will occur to every one, and an ex- 
ample of his greatness is to be had in his 
recent comment on Strauss’ “ Elektra.” 
1 have often said,” he writes, when 
asked to state the case against the fools 
and money changers who are trying to 
drive England into war with Germany, 
that the case consists of the single word 
‘Beethoven.’ Today I would say with 
equal confidence Strauss.) In this music 
drama Strauss has done for us just what 
he has for his own countrymen. He has 
said for us with utterly satisfying force 
what all the noblest powers of life within 
us are clamoring to have said, in protest 
against and defiance of the omnipresent 
villainies of our civilization. And this is 
the highest art.” 

In other words, Mr. Shaw means to 
say that great men break down the bar- 
riers of nationality. They are universal. 
Their attitude is that of the brothers of 
the world. Their messages transcend the 
personal. Who dare war upon Beethoven? 
How shall Germany combat Shakspeare? 
These men express the higher powers of 
their nations. Their work exceeds them- 
selves ud expresses the secret dreams and 
latent powers of their fellow countrymen. 
And when the meaning of their genius is 
interpreted aright they make war not only 
a monster of hideous mien but a thing so 
absurd, so puerile and contemptible that 
sane men must needs put the thought 
from them as something too base and triv- 
ial. for contemplation. 

To breathe the altitude of the“ mas- 
ters of those who know” is indeed to 
leave war immeasurably beneath one in 
the valley of lower experience.

There has been a new development in the Penderel perpetual 
pension romance. It was only in January last that I related in

Lord Northcliffe in the case, the death of Mary Elisabeth With- 
ington, the only child of the late James Withington’s second 
marriage to Susanna Brand had been definitely established, and 
the Court of Chancery in London had given an order for the 
payment of the perpetual pension of $260 a year, with arrears 
since the death of James Withington, to the aged cab driver, 
Robert McLaren, who was thus transformed from almost com- 
plete destitution to relative affluence for the remainder of his 
life. 

The pension was half of that annuity of $500 per year grant- 
ed in perpetuity by Charles II. to old McLaren's ancestor, Rich- 
ard Penderel, for having saved him from Cromwell's Round- 
heads after his disastrous defeat at the battle of Worcester in 
1651. Charles, while fleeing from the scene of the cenflict hotly 
pursued by the enemy, stumbled across Dick Penderel, owner of 
the farm of Boscobel, who concealed him in one of the old oak 
trees on the farm. Charles was effectually hidden in the now 
historic oak, and was subsequently assisted by Penderel to 
reach the coast and the continent in safety. 

This perpetual pension of $500 a year eventually came 
through the female line to James Withington and to Robert 
McLaren. Robert McLaren more than forty years ago sold his 
life interest in his moiety of the pension to a man of the name 
of George Robinson. In course of time trace was lost of James 
Withington, and when Mclaren became unable to continue to 
earn his living as a cab driver, some good people, on learning 
that he was a descendant of Richard Penderel of Boscobel, in- 
terested themselves in his case and determined to find out what 
had become of Withington, since if his demise without surviv- 
ing issue could be established bis moiety of the pension— 
namely: $250 a year—would fall to the old cab driver. 

After an extensive search on both sides of the Atlantic it 
was finally established in January last that the Withington 
family hag become entirely extinct, and early last month the 
Court of Chancery issued an order for the release of the With- 
ington pension to McLaren, together with the arrears, since the 
last paymenf made to the Withingtons more than twenty years 
previously. There is always a certain amount of red tape to 
go through in connection with such matters, and before the 


funds could be turned over to the old cab driver, who had been. 


greatly stirred by the victory of his case, he died suddenly.

There is a certain amount of piquancy in finding Princess 
Elvira loaning money to Francesco del Drago. For the latter 
is the grandson of the late queen Cristina of Spain, through 
her morganatic union with the guardsman Munoz, and is a 
nephew therefore of the late Queen Isabella, whereas Princess 
Elvira is a daughter of that Don Carlos who was, like his 
grandfather, the original Don Carlos, the sworn foe of Queen 
Cristina, for having induced her husband, King Ferdinand, in 
his old age to alter the succession at their expense in favor of 
his daughter, Queen Isabella. 

Princess Elvira and Folchi have since the death of Don 
Carlos transferred their residence from Milan to Rome, where 
they occupy a handsome house in the new Tiber quarter of the 
Eternal City.

Still 
we may clear the air somewhat, and there 
are besides certain considerations to be noted 
which are worth thinking about because they 
may pave the way for an honest and unbiased 
view of an important phase of life. 
eee First of all, we find ourselves in a difficulty 
I i we come to consider the word mind. I take it that most of 
e this term in an indefinite fashion and mean to imply by its 
finite tise the sum total of man’s intelligent regulation of his life.

to run at once and in every way gives the impression of the joy of 
living. The newborn guinea pig is also in a condition almost to sub- 
sist independently and to nourish itself with vegetables. Under such 
circumstances it is really hard to regard human nature as perfect. 

After the human being has come into the world the long and 
disagreeable period of development sets in. Newborn animals differ 
from the grown animals much less than the newborn child differs 
from the grown buman being. This difference exists in the physical 
development of the body as well as in the mental faculties. When 
young animals imitate instinctively the conduct of their parents they 
acquire thereby some useful qualities within a short time. A young 
dog, for instance, learns quickiy how to hunt game. It is entirely 
different with the human being, particularly with the civilised human 
being. The contrast between a boy and his father is by far greater 
than among the lower animals. Instinctive imitation, which is such 
an excellent method for development among animals, often leads the 
child to evil results, Picture to yourself a young boy who wants to 
imitate his father while hunting, with firearms! How much trouble 
children give their mothers who try to keep them away from the use 
of dangerous tools, knives, scissors, and so forth. 

The main point is that our life is too short and therefore our er- 
istence cannot achieve its purpose. The chief problem of religions 
and of philosophical doctrines is the problem of death. The former 
declare that our earthly life will be continued after death, that conse- 
quently man should steadily prepare himself for his future life, The

early youth unless he shall so rebel against it all that to give vent 
to his sense of freedom and initiative, he runs away from his environ- 
ment. 

Take that boy especially who grows up in the great cities. The 
street may be his playground in great measure. His parents speak 
“Look out for 
the cop” is a common warning of his companions who at the worst 
are acting as only boyhood more or less innocently always is disposed 
to act. You'll be arrested if you don’t behave yourself” is one of 
the commopest warnings of his parents. As a result the small boy 
already living under monarchical conditions—learns to avoid the city 
policeman as an enemy to his liberty. 

In the crowded streets of the larger cities it is a policeman who 
stops him from crossing a certain street at a certain moment and to 
whom the boy looks for a beckoning wave of the hand te come on in 
a hurry. An automobile a hundred yards away and coming sounds its 
horn ageinst him. The watchman at the railway crossing sounds his 
bell and drops his gates against him when the active boy knows that 
he has seconds in which to cross a standard single track up which a 
locomotive’ is puffing in switching service. But if the boy uses his 
sufficiently good judgment and stoops under the rail gates the gateman 
scowls, and if the teacher in the nearby school sees the act she is 
likely to report it at his home and there penalty may be imposed. 

But what has the boy done that boyhood wasn’t born t6 do? What 
is it all but the taking of the initiative into his own hands? 
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phtlolioplians who would not 33 assert that

view which has been expressed long ago was recently developed 
by Paul Mobius, a distinguished physician and thinker, who, unfor- 
tunately, died too soon. 

Although Mobius recognizes that “the main aim of man is his 
exigtence,” he does not believe that we are in this world for our 
pleasure. “For what other purpose, then?’ he asked himself, and 
he came to the conclusion that “certain aims are pursued through our 
life” and that “our life can serve as a means for higher purposes.” 


- Mobius thought that there is consolation in our being able to say to 


ourselves, “ We serve some great purpose, even if we do not know 
how and what purpose.” Thus he leads us into metaphysice with 
which science can have nothing in common. 

Our feelings develop slowly. Gur eathetic taste is formed com- 
paratively late in life, Ohildren experience no pleasure at the sight 
of beautiful landscapes. Here is a characteristic instance. One of my 


friends was born in a distant city, where he also spent his years of 


childhood. When he grew up to be a man he visited the place of 
his birth, He recalled the exact location of the candy stores and 
of other stores where he used to buy other savory things. But he 
had not the slightest idea about the beauty of the country in which 
he had passed his childhood. As the feeling of life is composed of a 
number of other sensations, among them also the esthetic feeling, it

How, then, is Johnnie to get his common sense training in initia- 
tive? How is he to learn the responsibilities which attach to initia- 
tive? How and when is he to be given the opportunity to decids 
whether the responsibilities which he assumes under his initiative 
are worth the risk? For in any populous section of a great city 
gridironed with railway surface tracks, you are most likely to find 
that far fewer children are killed and maimed at crossings than are 
the adults of both sexes. 

No parent sending his boy to any school of boys ever may hope 
that his boy will escape knowledge of things which the parent—blind- 
ing himself—tries to belleve that Johnnie doesn’t know. Some other 
parents’ boys this fond parent knows are bad. He tells Johnnie that 
he must not play with those boys. He doesn’t tell Johnnie why be 
shouldn't play with them; he commands him not to do so! And 
Johnnie already has more commandments in his small booklet of his 
narrow life than can be found in the family bible on its shelf. 

Shall that parent who always has looked so closely after the 1,001 
commandments that have ruled his little Johnnie’s life wonder that 
every now and then some small, rattish, wideawake boy of the streets 
finally rises to a position of directing influence over his own grownyp 
John who has had “ every chance in culture, training, and education?’ 

Give your boy a chance, my dear parent reader. When you tell 
your boy not to do a thing, ask yourself why he shouldn’t be allowed

note that in its typical aspect the term applies to a section only of 
brain work and not to the action of the brains as a whole. 

It is the guiding and controlling impulses of the brain which we 
call mind. The brain centers which govern movement and those 
which, sitting at the receipt of custom, receive messages from our 
sense organs that have to be translated into terms of consciousness 
before they can be of any service to us are merely servants of the 
mind. This last is the personal and individual court from whose 
judgment, like that of Ceesar, there is no appeal. 

What a man thinks, determines, and decides represents the individual 
verdict that constitutes his fiat and that operates to cause him to 
select one particular course of action M preference to another. 80 
far, then, mind thus viewed is the sum total of the operations which 
the brain undertakes by way of getting knowledge from the outer 
world and of deciding how that information may be best applied to 
the ordering of life. 

The next stage in the discussion takes the form of the inquiry 
whether any special centers or areas of the brain are associated with 
the exercise of those high discriminatory functions. Obviously, from 
what has been said. there are dae and low centers to be met with 


in the brain. This much physiology has proved, and this much the 
brain which more than another must be credited with the exercise of 
history of brain pathology confirms. If there is one region of the 
the higher functions of the organs it is that known as the fronta! 
area, the part behind the brow. Various evidences point to this 
conclusion as a reasonable one. 

Now, all brain action known to us is the outcome of the ectivity 
of the brain cells and it is only a logical sequence to assume that the 
cells of the frontal lobes must be regulated as of higher grade than 
all the rest. Obviously the duty of all the brain cells which call 
muscles into action is of lower grade than that which decides why or 
when the muscles must act. The way, therefore, is clear for

Thus far we have been assuming that 
Jesus was crucified by the Jews of Jeru- 
salem. But is this assumption quite 
authentic? In the light of political con- 
ditions in the days of Jesus it seems not 
only highly improbable but altogether 
absurd. The Jews had no reason for 
seeking his death. In the first place, there 
was nothing in théitéachings of Jesus that 
would have antagonized the Jewish peo- 
le, 

a fact, everything he taught was 80 
essentially Jewish that many modern 
Jews zlaim bis doctrines to have been 
ebe e Talmudic. Moreover, his whole 
life harmonized with the mode of life of 
lerael’s holy men, whose memories are 
venerated by the Hebrew people to the 
present day. And apart from his relig- 
jous attitude Jesus was regarded by his 
contemporaries as a brother, a fellow 
Jew, who wes in sympathy with their un- 
happiness beneath the hard Roman yoke. 
Why then should they wish ta deliver him 
over to their acknowledged enemy? He 


‘had reproved the Idumeean Herod, whom 


the Jews hated also. He had spoken 
against the mercenariness of the priests 
who:curried Rome's favor by bribes and 
flattery. He lived, a poor man, comfort- 


pressed. Were these reasons for 
him over to the Hage foe?

loved and admired by the Jewish people;

repellious people, who were constantly 
praying for the overthrow of the govern- 
ment. Why then should this restive, re- 
bellious, defiant people have turned over 
to Pilate a rebel, when every rebel was 
bound to have its sympathy? And fur- 
thermore, Rome did not need the aid of 
the Jews in bringing yebels to judgment, 
being fully equal to this task of vigilance 
and espionage. 

When we read the Evangelists’ account 
of the trial of Jesus we know at once that 
no Jewish court could have had anything 
inasmuch as the whole 


the trial, the accusations, and the execu- 
tion—was in utter violation of every con- 
ception of Jewish jurisprudence, 


K * 

In the first place, Jesus was tried by 
night. Jewieh law prohibits the session 
of any court after sundown. Secondly, he 
was tried on the eve of a holy day. No 
Jewish court was allowed to sit on a holy 
day (and the day was reckoned from the 
previous sunset). Thirdly, the trial of 
Jesus, according to the Gospel, oceurre! 
at the house of Caiaphas. Under the au- 
thority of the Sanhedrin a criminal case 

could be brought to trial only in the 
hewn chamber of the temple. Besides it 
is almost certain that the Sanhedrin itself 
was not in existence in the time of Jesus. 

As for the accusations against Jesus, 
they are utterly ridicnious. None of the 
evidence adduced against him was crim- 
inal. He did not call himself the Son 
of God, but the Son of Man, and even if 
he had he would have done so with the 
warranty of Moses and the prophets, the 
former being the first to apply this desig: 
nation to the children of Israel, and the 
prophets teaching that all good men had 
a right to be called Sons of Gods. Then, 
as for his saying that he could destroy 
the temple, built by Herod, and rebuild 
it in three days, that assertion was not 
sacrilegious any more than it would be for 
a devout Catholic of today to assert that 
he could destroy St. Peter's and rebuild 
it in three ders. We micht or we might 
not believe him, of course, vet we should 
not hold the statement blasphemy. 


But the most 3 violation of Jew- 
ish law and eustem was in the mode of 
execution of Jesus. That the Jews should 
condemn a fellow Jew, one of themselves, 
to death by crucifixion was not only im- 


not a Jewish, but a Roman form of exe- 
cution, and even as such restricted to sub- 
ject nations and slaves. To have de- 
manded this form of execution for one of 
themselves would have been a tacit ad- 
mission of their enslaved condition, a 
courting of ignominy that would have 
been like inviting a blow in the face. Iu 
addition crucifixion was hated by the peo- 
ple of Judea for the reason that it was 
the form of death of Antigonus, the last 
of the noble Maccabean dynasty, who was 
crucified by Antony in order to please 
the usurper Herod after the latter had 
sold Judea to Rome. 

All this would go to show that the 
Jewish people did not give Christ over to 
death and had no part in his trial and exe- 
cution. But there is explicit evidence to 
prove who was the responsible party. 
Tacitus, in his annals,’ gives as the rea- 
gon for the execution of Jesus the fact 


‘that he was a prominent Jewish rebel, 


and as such was executed by Pilate. Ac- 
cording to Philo and Josephus, Pilate, the 
Spaniard, had come to Judea with the 
avowed intention of stamping out every 
vestige of freedom left by his predeces- 
sors. And in this purpose he had the 
hearty cooperation of his fellow country- 
man Sejanus, the connseler and cvil 
genius of the emperor. To terrorize and 
dupe the Jews, seize their beloved leader 
and put him to a shameful death and then 
cast upon the unfortunate people the re- 
sponsibility for what became known in 
Rome as the Jesus rebellion, was a meet 
task for the cruel Spaniard. And yet, it 
is a matter for thought whether even the 
ruthless Pilate would have acted as he did 
in the matter could he have foreknown 
how through the long centuries the venom 
of thet false accusation was destined to 
rankle in the fate of a wronged people.

Therefore, I appeal to the fearless min- 
isters of the Christian cherches, to the 
justice ring American, the serions 
Christian, that ther help clear up the 
mystery surround the death of Jesus.

HE most dangerous type of crim- 
inaj is not the one who commits 


the most flagrant offense against 


the life and property of individ- 
uals, but the one whose acts have 
the most far reaching and _  detri- 
mental effect upon the life of the com- 
munity. Judged by this standard the 
man who disregards and repudiates his 
family obligations is a social menace less 
dangerous only than the great white 
plague and the industrial conditions that 
blight the lives of many. 

„How to deal effectively with the family 
deserter and put a stop to a constantly 
growing practice, as a result of which 
the natural order of family life is in- 
verted, children are rendered dependents 
and delinquents and charitable institutions 
are taxed beyond their limit, is a ques- 
tion which is more and more engaging 
the thought of our social workers and 
legislators. 

In every state family desortion and non- 
support have been made miedemeanors, 
and in more states the offense has -been 
declared a felony with power of extradi- 
tion and penalties of long term imprison- 
ment. And yet it must be conceded re- 
gretfully that all this has not had a sat- 
isfactory deterrent effect upon the wroug- 
doer. But even where the culprit has 
been apprehended and sentenced to hard 
labor this does not ameliorate the con- 
dition of the wife and children, who are 
still deprived of their natural means of 
support and must often, in addition, bear 
the stigma of disgrace. :

However, the chief difficulty in dealing 
with the deserter consists in makipg out 
a strong case against bim in court. The 
question of desertion is one of fact, and 
as the wife and children are usually the 
only ones sufficiently conversant with the 
facts to appear as prosecuting witnesses, 
and as they are naturally willing to be 
reconciled to the husband and father, a 
compromise is often reached between 
them which precludes the possibility of 
convietion for lack of evidence, As A 
rule, this reconciliation is of short dura- 
tion and the unprincipled deserter, hav- 
ing profited by his previous experience, 
upon the slightest provocation leaves the 
jurisdiction of the court and succeeds in 
eluding all ordinary attempts to find him.

The helpless family and the overworked 
charitable societios cannot employ: costly 


detective services to locate the guilty one, 
and even when he is located in some dis- 
tant state, the expense of extradition and 
return home is usually prohibitive, 

In Illinois the difficulty of prosecution 
is further augmented by the provision of 
law which prohibits family desertion only 
when coupled with failure to support. In 
cases where the support is inadequate 
the husband is able usually to explain to 
the court that it is due to scarcity of work, 
that he is doing the best he can in the 
circumstances, Such, for instance, was 
the plea of a widower who occupied the 
upper part of a widow's store, working 
at his trade and paying his rent regu- 
larly. After a while he persuaded the 
widow that it would be more economical 
if they would unite their interests in mat- 
rimony. After the marriage the husband 
lost all interest in work, and, followinz, 


several quarrels, moved back to the upper 


part of the house, refusing to pay rent. 
The court held that there was no“ deser- 
tion and that the failure to support must 
be coupled with desertion to convict him. 
After that the erstwhile widow had ‘to 
continue to support herself and children 
and provide free rent for her husband, 
as she con'd not evict him. 

The causes that underlie family deser- 
tion are so numerous, varied, and intri- 
cate that they elude all ordinary attempts 
at classification. Sometimes desertion is 
the result of long continued incompati- 
bility, of intemperance, of nagging, or of 
poor housekeeping in which the wife fre- 
quently deserves a fair share of blame. 
Occasionally it is a prearranged ruse on

American Sunday School union in New York 
City in 1824, which has established since that 
time 110,000 Sunday schools and distributed 
literature to the value of more than 
$10,000,000; 

In 1872 the uniform lesson system was 
adopted at Indianapolis, Ind., and the lesson 
committee created. Through the agency of 
those actively interested in this system the 
same lessons were studied on the same Sun- 
day in all parts of the world, in many lan- 
guages and dialects by more than 26,000,000 
people. The printing involved in this under~ 
taking required over one-half billion ‘pieces 
of Sunday school literature in one year, 


which was distributed all over the world. 


In 1880 the international executive commit- 
tee was created. Then began a systematic 

terdk inational organization of ‘town- 
ship, county, district, and state conventions, 
of which, during the last triennium nearly 
49,000 conventions were held in North Ameri- 
ca alone. By this time the work had grown 
to such proportions that it seemed necessary 
to call together delegates from all parts of 
the world, to discuss the growth and further 
development of: the Sunday schoo! situation, 
and it was the need of this genera! consulta- 
tion that resulted in the world's first. Sun- 
day school convention in 1889, continued at 
intervals ot. about five a eer ever since. 


The world’s first . Satay school conven- 
tion was held in London im 1889. There were 
360 American delegates present at the con- 
ferences, and the weight of their-influence 
brought the convention to St. Louis in 
1888. The third convention occurred in Lon- 
don in the midst of the Spanish-American 
war. Only 180 delegates from the United 
States were present. The fourth convention 
was held in Jerusalem, Palestine. Eight 
bundred and seventeen delegates from 
America attended, over half the total num- 
ber present. With tents pitched near Beth- 
lehem and Gethsemane, in sight of Calvary, 
under the shadow of the Mount of Olives, the 
convention was one of intense interest and 
enthusiasm. Rome, Italy, was the scene of 
the fifth gathering, at which over 1,100 dele- 
gates from thirty-seven countries and repre- 
senting fifty-two denominations were reg- 
istered.

Crucial Test Next Season. 

It was felt that the next season will be 
crucial. Either injuries must be fewer or 
there would be serious hazard of a wide- 
spread movement to abolish the game alto- 
gether. 

The steps decided upon to effect necessary 
reforms will result in weakening the power 
of the offerfse so materially that it was 
necessary to devise means to offset the ac- 
quired strength of the defense. In this pur- 
pose two general plans are under considera- 
tion. 

In the interval before the next meeting of 
She committee at the University club in 
Philadelphia on April 20, experiments will be 
carried on by each member at his own col- 
lege, and on the result of these experiments 
will depend the plan which shall prevail. 

The first change adopted was the removal 
of the present restriction that a runner re- 
ceiving the ball directly from the snap back 
must run five yards to one side, This, in the 
opinion of the committee, will give the quar 
ter back greater opportunities to make good 
rung; will offer an opportunity for quicker 
plays, and create a need for the exercise of 
more strategy. 

Direct Blow to Mass Plays. 

The second change provides that seven men 
be kept by the offense on the line of scrim- 
mage. This will prevent the drawing beck 
of linemen for offensive plays and is a direct 
blow at mass plays. ö 

The third change Is the prohibition of the 
diving tackle. 

The fourth change consists in the division 
of each half into two periods of fifteen min- 
utes each, This change is made so that there 
may be better opportunity to determine the 
physical condition of players. At the end of 


each quarter there will be an examination by | 


physicians if any doubt arises as to the abil- 
ity of a player to continue. 

Another clause under this fourth division 
directs that a player compelled to leave the 
game may return during a subsequent quar- 
ter if he recovers sufficiently. 

The fifth change provides that no pushing 
or pulling of the.runner with the ball 4s te 
be allowed. The same limitations as now are 
imposed on the use of hands on an opponent 
will apply to the use of hands on a team mate.

This blow 
to the team's chances at the start has seemed 
lighter to President Comiskey, Manager 
Duffy, and all concerned, including the south 
side fans, because for some time there was 
serious doubt if the crack backstop’s leg 
could be saved from amputation, and more 
than an outside chance that he might lose 
his life from the effects of stepping on a 
rusty nail while trying to get some practice 
on the inhospitable Angels lot. 


Thoughts Only of Sully. 

In those days while fears were heavy that 
Sullivan might be lost to baseball for all 
time, even if his life was saved from the 
dreaded lockjaw. there was no thought of 
what it meant to the White Sox nor to the 
American league. The sole wish heard was 
that Sully himself might be spared to enjoy 
‘the fruits of his successful career on the 
diamond even if that career had to end. 

Since the worst of the danger has been 
averted so happily and there no longer is 
heard from @he hospital anything that is 
threatening, but only good news instead, 
speculation has been resumed as to how long 
he will be incapacitated. That question can- 
not be given anything like definite answer 
now because there can be no reckoning as to 
how rapid will be the healing of the injured 
foot and limb nor how many weeks after 
that it will be before Billy can regain the 
strength and condition which he has lost 
during his fight for life. 


Big Handicap at Start. . 
It is certain that it will be months instead 
of weeks, hence the Sox must begin their 
battle for the bunting with the catching de- 
partment composed of comparatively inex- 
perienced men. What that means can be 
guessed by pointing to the fact that few 


teams in the history of the game have won 


pennants without the aid of a rattling good 
catcher and that none has won a modern 
world’s championship series with a catcher 
of great ability. Detroit is the partial excep- 
tion in that it has won American league 
pennants, but it owes its poor showing in 
several world’s series to the lack of a real 
backstop. 

Fred Payne now is Jooked upon as the dean 
of the Sox backstopping department and he 
has given much promise of making a good 
eatcher with the right kind of experience. 
He will get a baptism of fire that will try 
him out thoroughly, and may develop beyond 
all expectations or may not. Sully’s affiic- 
tion probably means the retention of Frank 
Owens for a time at least, although paper 
dope has slated him for Minneapolis. He at 
least has had a year’s experience in fast 
company, which cannot be said of the other 
men on the catching staff. 


Block Must Take Game Seriously. 


Block is next in line, but as yet has not 

shown that he takes baseball seriously. The 
good living of a major league team in train- 
ing has been all so new to him that he has 
not been able to keep himself in condition, 
although this does not mean dissipation or 
intentional breaks on his part. If he can 
be chained down to the belief that base- 
ball and particularly catching is serious work 
instead of play he has everything a catcher 
needs in a mechanical way. 
Little McMurray is a better catcher than 
Block now and probably has the ability to 
become greater than Block ever can, but his 
size is against his chances in the big leagues 
where men skilled in the art of interference 
would seriously handicap him. Art Krueger 
is a sweet catcher and thrower and hits bet- 
ter than was expected of him, but without 
even minor league experience it would be 
phenomenal if he could make good inside 
of another year, 


New Pitchers Look Good. 


The pitching staff is shaping up in the same 
old way. The veterans are in as good shape 
as they ever were at this time of the year 
and Walsh is far better than last year, of 
course. Of the new material there is plenty 
that looks able to make good, and some of it 
has. Jim Scott is the only doubtful quantity 
among the hurlers who are expected to form 
the permanent pitching corps and his rheu- 
matism will get » boiling out at some resort 
if necessary. 

The infield looks just as it did, with Gandil 
improying every day under constant coach- 
ing. His fauits have been discovered to be 
geographical rather than theoretical. All 
native born coast first basemen play that bag 
just as he has been doing and he learned it 
from others. Consequently all the teams 
here are equal in that respect, but the big 
league batsmen would get many a base hit 
through the right side of the diamond if the 
same system was used by first basemen in 
their leagues. Gandil is young enough to 
unlearn a lot and is doing it rapidly. Purtell 
Blackburne, and Zeider simply get better 
each day they work together. 

In the outfield only right field is in doubt 
Cole, who had the call, has not been taking 
the game seriously enough to suit either 
Comiskey or Duffy, consequently has fallen 
down slightly on last fall’s promises. Young 
Barrows has won himself a thorough trial 
and is fast and game, though only a kid in

Mating of Vice Commodore and Fanella | 


May Prove Beneficial.

Quite the most important event of the last 
week in harness horse matters was the foal- 
ing, at Hamburg place, the Madden farm, of 
a bay colt by Vice Commodore, 2:11, dam 
Fanella, 2:13, by Arion, 2:07%, second dam 
Directress, 2:19, by Director. 2:17. 

Fanella, as the dam of Sadie Mac, which 
was unbeaten as a 3 year old, taking a rec- 
ord of 2:17% that season over the slow track 
at Hartford, Conn, and of Todd, unques- 
tionably the greatest sire of his years the 
world has seen, holds a high place in the 
estimation of horsemen and breeders. An- 
other of Fanella’s foals, Anella, 2:20% a 
sister of Todd, is the dam of Sadie Roe, 2 
year old record 2:20% in 1908. The oniy liv- 
ing foals from Fanella, aside from those 
mentioned, are Nella, sister to Todd, foaled 
in 1905, and Toddington, foaled 1906, by 
Moko. On what her daughter Sadie Mac, 
sired by Peter the Great, did as a racehorse, 
ard the achievements as a sire of Todd. by 
Bingen, it was natural that Fanelia should 
be regarded as a gold mine of speed and 
producing qualities of the highest order, and 
she was one of the first mares selected for 
the Madden stud. 


Move May Prove Important. 


In mating Fanella with Vice Commodore 
What may prove to be an important move in 
the game of breeding, was made, as the 
mating doubles up the blood of Arion in an 
impressive way, Vice Commodore being by 
Bingen and out of an Ario mare, while 
Fanella is a daughter of Arion. Back of 
Fanella comes the stout blood of Director, 
the best race horse trotter of his day, and a 
fine sire, as shown by the work of his sons 
Direct and Directum. Directress, dam of 
Fanella, was from Aloha, daughter of A. W. 
Richmond, a stallion pretty much running 
bred, but which in California sired nine that 
took standard records. including Ahe pacer 
Arrow, 2:13% to high wheets, and daughters 
of A. W. Richmond have produced thirty-five 
performers in 2:30 or better, the best known 
of which are the stallions Anteeo, 2:16%, and 
Antevolo, 2:19%, by Electioneer. 

Another deserving of a line is Italia, which 
has a trotting record of 2:14% and one of 
2:04% at the pace. As for Arion, whose 
blood is doubled up in the first lines of the 
pedigree of Fanella’s foal, he was the most 
wonderful 2 year old trotter of his day, and 
his mark of 2:10% to high wheels at that age 
far outclasses the 2:07% he tok later to the 
pneumatic tire sulky. 


Surprising Slump in Horse Values. 


Antticipations of what Arion would do in 
the stud were pitched so high that it would 
have taken a sire like Moko, Peter the Great, 
or Todd to have lived up to them, and Arion, 
while he Has produced a fair amount of 
speed.“is not in their class, albeit his fee the 
first season he was in the stud was greater 
than thatever asked for the services of a trot- 
ting stallion.

Fanella will now be bred to Peter Leyburn, 
which fact shows that Madden is not afraid 
to follew his own ideas, as Peter Leyburn is 
untried as a sir, having been foaled in 1905, 
while Vice Commodore had several yearlings 
last fall which could trot a 2:20 clip. Com- 
.modore Welch, one of his first crop of foals, 
took a record of 2:26, and his 8 year old son 
Commander won a race for 2,500 ‘crowns at 
Vienna, Austria, the distance being 2,220 
meters, which he covered at the rate of 2280. 
to the mile. 

Leyburn’s Breeding Good. . 

Peter Leyburn is by Peter the Great, dam 
Scourine (dam of four in 2:30 or better), by 
Wil¥on, 2:19%, son of Gedtge Wilkes; grand- 
dam the’ "famous Star Almont mare Mamie, 
whose entire produce, six fillies, are in the 
2:80 list, and themselves have produced 
twenty-two performers in 2:30 or better. In 
mating Fanella with a son of Peter the Great 
the same lines are returnéd that produced 
Sadie Mac. To the layman, however, it would 
have seemed better to have bred the mareto 
Peter the Great, rather than to his son, as 
thereby a brother or sister to Sadie Mac 
would have been secured. 

Chicago is to have a new trainer of harness 
horsés this year in W. O. Gerrity, who comes 
from Calfornia, where he has been located 
tor the last few years, and will open a stable 
at the Wheaton track. 


Gerrity Sure to Be Busy. 

That Gerrity will have all the horses he 
cares to handle is certain, as he is well 
known to horse owners of the middle west, 
and for the last two decades has been promi- 
nent oh the turf. Until about four years ago 
Gerrity trained in Wisconsin, but the accept- 
ance of the management of the trotters and 
pacers owned by W. A. Clark Jr. of Mon- 
taha took him to the far west. With the 
(fark horses Gerrity won a lot of races on 
the grand circuit and elsewhere, among the 
nags with which he was especially success- 
ful being Bon Voyage, to which he gave a 
8 year old record of 2:12%. Before going 
with the Clark stable the Wisconsin reins- 
men used to bring out a good horse or two 
every year from the material afforded by his 
home patrons. It was Gerrity who “ made 
Norman B., 2:06%4, the fastest of the Phallas 
tribe, and ‘when that horse was sold from 
his string to ge east Gerrity told me how 
much better the black gelding was than

Geers’ Judgment Is Wise. 


How well founded this judgment was is 
shown by the fact tnat although The Har- 
cester was pitted against the cracks of the 
turf last year he did not loge a race until, 
in his last start, he was taken violently iil 
after his field was beaten and it was neces- 
sary to draw him In the series of races 
which he won The Harvester lost but a sin- 
gle heat, that being to Bob Douglass in 2:06% 
over a heavy track at Hartford. He came 
right back and beat the gray stallion with 
ease the balance of the race, and Mr. Geers 
thinks the first heat would have fallen to 
him had the drive been commenced a little 
earlier in the mile. 

In the course of those races The Harvester 
reduced his mark to 2:06%, which was a long 
ways from his top speed, as he worked a 
mile at Lexington in 2:03%, but he had so 
much brush and such Class that he could beat

House Builders Best Teachers. 


The reasons for this are that many good 
contractors will not bother with apprentices 
and that the board will place boys only with . 
reliable firms, It prefers to place them with 
house builders rather than downtown con- 
tractors, because it is only in housebuilding 
that they can get a chance to learn the busi- 
ness from the ground up, from turning a 
grindstone to the erection of a $100.000 edifice. . 

John A. Metz, president of the Carpenters’ 
executive council, when asked about the edu- 
cational side of the apprentice system said 
that Chicago is the only city. in the world 


having anything of the kind. At the carpen- 


ters’ convention in Salt Lake City last year a 
committee was appointed to frame a pian for 
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making the educational scheme national, and 
it will probably be decided upon favorably at 
the next “convention in Des Moines, Ia., in 
September, 1910. 

Mr. Metz also said the success of the plan in 
Chicago is due to the friendly feeling between 
the carpenters and their employers, that in 
the past much of his time was spent in advis- 
ing the boys about their school work, but now 
the contractors relieve him of most of this, 
and that this is a case where the unions and 
the employers are working together to raise 
the standard of efficiency and to help make 
not only better carpenters but better citizens, 
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Petty Routine Mostly Forgotten. 


Over at the Otis school, where most of the 
apprentices are enrolled, the teachers tell 
some amusing stories. After nine months 
of masculine freedom the boys do not take 
kindly to the usual petty school routine and 
the teachers exempt them from it as much 
as possible. But last year some red tape 
dispenser insisted on having fire drills, al- 
though all the apprentice classrooms were 
in the basement. The fire gong sounded 
The boys rushed out. It took them exactly 
forty-five seconds to leave the building. It 
took them from forty-five minutes to forty- 


‘eight hours to get back, and the last one to 


return explained, “‘I got so blamed excited 
I never quit running till I reached Evanston, 
and it took me ever since to walk back.“ 

‘ Incidentally one might say that in the ap- 
prentice classes is the last stand of the male 
pedagogue and the old time pedagogy in the 
Chicage schools. In former years only men 
teachers were appointed to them, but this 
year a woman has been put in charge of a 
room. Although the men dewall this last 
onslaught of ‘thé woman's invasion "‘ and 
declare that their feminine -o-worker is out 
of place, their protests so far have been 
unavailing. 

One of the boys when asked for his school- 
mates’ opinions of women teachers grinned 
-and said, ** First off the fellows didn’t think 
they wanted a woman ‘round, but Inside of 
‘a week she had em all ready to eat out of 


her hand.“

Principal Wise in Discipline. 


The discipline, too, is changing. When a 
bundred young fellowe, full of life and fun, 
get together there is sure to be a good deal 
of souffling and “rough house.“ with ao 
occasional broken window or chair. At one 
of the schools the men teachers petitioned 
the principal to have a policeman assigned 
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to duty. there. during the noon intermission to 
check this roughness. 

The principa} listened thoughtfully to Meir 
prayer and sent them—the prettiest young 
woman teacher in the building to teach the 
boys four part singing.

Death Blanks Formidable. 

But as to the policy that has becon: a 

Claim through death of the insured husband, 
that one thing the company wants to be as- 
@ured of ic that he really is dead. Quite rea- 
gonably, too, the company wants to be as - 
sured that he will stay dead, however hea: - 
less the statement may seem. In view of 
this vital fact, then, it devolves upon some 
one tc set about this broo? of death as soon 
as possible. 
Physically, a blank issued by an insurance 
company for proof of death is about as large 
and formidable at first glance as is the pol- 
icy itself. But one of the first suggestions 
mede the beneficiary is that, formidable aa 
the document may seem, no lawyer or broker 
need be hired to see that it is filled out. One 
of the large old line companies of the coun- 
try issues a blank certificate of death, requir- 
ing four oaths administered to four per- 
gons by accredited notaries public—or by .h* 
one notary, provided the persons taking the 
Oath can reach the one notary. But in any 
ease the authority of the person to admia- 
feter oaths under the law must be further 
attested by the clerk of a court of record. 

First of the witnesses to proof of deatn is 
the undertaker. Lacking an undertaker, the 
sexton making the interment or the possi le 
minister officiating at the burial service may 
be sworn ‘

Ot course the life insurance man, showing 
you one of these blank certificates of death, 
tells you that a lot of these questions are for 
the perusal of the Company's actuaries who 
have been compiling statistics for years on 
top of years. The agent who gave me this one 
on special request told me that it wasn't half 
as hard as it looks and that about the last 
person in the world needed to adjust the thing 
for a chap who is really good and dead is a 
lawyer or paid adjuster of any kind. 

“ No reputable company can afford not to 
pay a just claim with just as little trouble and 
embayrassment as is possible to the claim- 
ant,“ said one of the officers of this company. 
That worst thing a company could invite 
is the picture of a widow. her husband dead, 
his policy in her hand—and she waiting and 
waiting for payment of the just claim. 

„But if the policy is written by a decent 
company, formidable as the certificate blank 
may be in establishing proof of death, she 
shouldn't invite an attorney to put it through 
unless she has money to burn. She will have 
some friend who, in her trothle, will lend a 
hand willingly, which will be all sufficient. 

But she should know of any policy carried 
by her husband and she should keep track of 
it, keep track of the payment of premiums, 
and see that a full record is kept of its keep- 
ing. Only the other day a widow came in 
here with a policy for $30,000 taken out by her 
husband a number of years ago. He had 
been in bad health for several years, how- 
ever, and without telling her had allowed his 
payments to lapse several years before. She 
was thunderstruck when it was made plain 
to her that the policy was worthless. 

O. she sdid, ‘if I'a only known, I had 
friends and relations who would have been 
glad to have paid those premiums—they 
could have done it with no tax on themselves 
in any way!!

Advice to the Widow. 


Looking the whole death certificate blank 
over and up and down, I'd advise the 
widowed holder of the policy to get busy in 
an application for one of these blanks and 
have : put through at once before the un- 
dertaker forgets anything or the doctor 
collects his fee. 

Incidentally, I believe it’s a good thing 
for the insured right now to prove up 
on the date of his birth, in some way. If 
his mother’s living, she’s likely to know 
about as much about the date as any one 
and her oath as to the date of birth might 
come in handy. 

For the manner in which these affidavits 
touch and retouch and return again to just 
when the insured was born leads me to 
suspect that the insurance company will be 
mighty tender on that point if I should slip 
my wind before one of these policies ex- 
pires by the paid up terms of its face con- 
tract. Ordinarily the individual man feels 
that it is only a woman who may lie about 
her age; the insurance company sus all 
men as guilty of the offense. 
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TUNGSTON PRODUCTION. 


Little or notbing was heard of the mineral 
tungsten until its desirability for the manu- 
facture of lamp filaments was discovered a 
few years ago. The production inthis coun- 
try in 1908 of tungsten concentrates reckoned 
at 60 per cent of tungtic trioxide was 1,958 
short tons, valued at $746,130, says the geo- 
graphical eurvey, whose figures are based 
upon returns received from producers. Of 
this amount Boulder county, Colorado, pro- 
duced 1,401 tons, valued at $550,280. In 1908 
the total production was 671 short tons, val- 
ued at $229,955, and there was, therefore, an 
increase in 1908 of 1,287 tons in output and of 
$516,175 in value, or about 200 per cent. The 
tonnage in 1909 is the largest yet recorded 
and the value of the product was exceeded 
only by that of 1907, which was $890,048. The 
average unit price for the whole amount pro- 
duced in the United States in 1900 was $6.50. 
In the early part of 1907 the price was $14, 
but it dropped to $9, and later to $5, and was 
still lower for most of 1908:

Who Invented 


WRITER in an English journal points 
out that the inventor of the ad- 
hesive postage stamp was undoubt- 
edly Rowland Hill. In 1837 he pro- 
posed the use of, “ a bit of paper just 
large enough to bear the stamp, and cov- 
ered at the back with a glutinous wash, 
which the buyer might, by the application 
of a little moisture, attach to the back of 
the letter.“ No evidence that will bear the 
slightest scrutiny, we are told, has been 
produced to support the various prior claims 
to the invention of the adhesive postage 
stamp; and even should such a claim be 
established it could not in the slightest degree 
lessen Rowland Hill’s reputation, 

It was in January, 1840, that uniform 
penny postage in England came into being; 
but it was not until May of that year that 
the postage stamps themselves were ready. 
There were four varieties in all—adhesive 
stamps of the value of 1 penny black and 
2 pence blue, and envelopes of the same yal- 
ues. The stamps showed a profile of the 
youthful queen, after a medal by Wyon, and 
in their severe elegance of design and superb 
engraver’s work form miniature works of 
art that in their kind have never been sur- 
passed or even equaled. The envelopes bore 
an elaborate allegorical design by William 
Mulready, R. A., in which Britannia -was 
seen dispatching winged messengers to all 
the quarters of the globe. 

At the end of ten years after the introduc- 
tion of Rowland Hill's stamp only thirteen 
foreign countries had adopted the invention,

The sides” of the frame which hold the 
picker blades are two feet apart, and from 
them the Diadey play back and forth at any 
speed desired, covering the two foot space 
between the sides through which the plants 
pass as the machine moves forward. The 
axies are arched to a sufficiént height to al- 
low the cotton plant to pass under the ma- 
ehine without injury. 

As the blades play back and forth 60 to 100 
times a minute and the machine runs at a 
positive forward speed in reference to the 
pickers, the area of each plant will be covered 
several times by the blades.

Guards on the outside of the wheels will 
elevate and protect branches of the adjoining 
rows of plants from forward movement of 
the wheels.

Workers See All Angles. ' 

‘This subject of understudies is seen with 
curious kinks by many workers. There are 
men and women high in authority who have 
not learned to let up op detail. Trying to do 
everything, they succeed either in doing it 
badly or in wrecking themselves by their at- 
tempts at perfection. 

The real business heade, the men and wom- 
en who rise, and keep risen—which is a dif- 
ferent proposition—know the @etails, can 
work them out if need be, but know better 
than to make the attempt. They belleve in 
trained assistants, then throw the reeponsi- 
bility upon them with no fear of their own 
authority being lesséned. 

The worker who belittles the understudy is 
making a mistake from every standpoint. 
When present her time can be devoted to 
bigger interests if it is not absorbed by petty 
details; when absent her days and nights 
are not one prolonged, terrified question: 
„What are they doing without me?’ 

Having no one trained to your work would 
be folly if one could always count on being 
on hand; but in these days of sudden iil- 
nesses, motor accidents,eand railroad cas- 
ualties, chances are growing of the chief be- 
ing caugnt by them—and what then?

Hard Subject to Define. 

Just why this distaste of the understudy is 
hard to define. Sometimes it is due to bad 
management; the chief has a short distance 
grasp of affairs. He cannot be made to see 
that by letting go of the little things the big 
ones will benefit. 

Again it is due to too much skill; the 
woman knows she can do things better than 
any one else and proceeds to do them rather 
than teach another. Because she can finish 
a task in half the time that it would take 
her assistant, she thinks Why bother Miss 
Smith?

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Another invention to lighten the labors of 
the washwoman has been made. This is a 
washboard designed by an Ohio män and its 
advantage over the old style washboard lies 
in the fact that the front, or rubbing surface, 
is curved outwardly, thereby resulting in a 
great saving of elbow grease ’’ on the part 
of the user. The board is made of a single 
sheet of metal, with its edges slitted and a 
shelf over the top. 

The body portion, or rubbing portion, is 
convex, and roughened so that even a light 
pressure on clothing passed over it will give 
all the results of hard rubbing over the ordi- 
mary flat washboard with its corruga- 
tions. The outward curve of the new board

SHOE STRETCHER. 


A shoe stretching device that is as simple 
as it is effective has been invented by an 
Iunois man. It locks automatically as it 
is pressed down into the shoe, and the user 
need not fear too great a strain on his boot. 


Two levers are pivoted together near their 


lower ends, which are shaped to fit in the 
heel and under the instep of a shoe. One of 
the upper ends has a tooth rack along it 
while the other has a link with a V shaped 
edge to engage the teeth in the rack and 
draw the upper ends of the levers together, 
thus forcing the lower extremijies out and 
stretching the shoe. 

The too rack is curved so that as the 
link is p ed down it locks automatically 
im each tooth it passes over. This stretch- 
er is handy for use in home or store, 


| Tes BALL HUNG IN POT. 
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A tea br coffee pot with a tea ball attach.

Inventor Evolves New Aeroplane; 


Model Makes Successful Flights. 


By GEORGE R. BLIGH. 


Ff the claims of Stewart C. Aikenhead of 
Niagara Falls, N. T., and his friends are 
true, aeronautics may be revolutionized 
within a year. Mr. Aikenhead, an expert 
in the employ of a Buffalo motor car 

manufacturing concern, is the inventor of an 
seroplane which he believes will be capable 
of carrying more passengers and flying longer 
distances than any other machine yet in- 
vented. He claims that it in no particular in- 
fringes on the Wright basic patents, and it 
was in finding a way to avoid these patents 
that he finally succeeded in wheres a better 
principle. 

Alket head, who is not yet 25 years old, 
has just completed a model of the monoplane 
which he proposes to build. In trial flights 
the little model, with no other motive power 
than a big rubber band, flew over sixty feet 
repeatedly. The record for made flight is 
only sixty-four feet. 

“It has been my aim,” said Mr. Aiken- 
head, to construct an aeroplane which. if 
possible, would contain many points of ex- 
cellence without conflicting. with the patents 
of others, and so I evolved the following 
control: 


“The ends of the main planes pen cut off 
at an angle, being longer at the forward end. 
A triangular plane long enough to extend 
from the forward spar fo the rear tips of 
the ribs is pivoted at the end of the forward 
spar with an extension forward for control 
wires. The base of the control planes are 
also connected to insure their working in 
opposite directions. Nominally they are held 
in a position where one-half of their area 
is exposed from below. In operdtion one 
would swing out to expose the entire surface - 
and the opposite plane would be drawn in 
over the main one. This actually increases 
the area, not merely the effective area, and 
with the additional advantage of not spring- 
ing the wing structure. 

“The planes are set at a slightly dihedral 
angle, not so much for stability as to permit 
placing most of the stays above, owing to

the Salesman.

OST people are subject to moods 
which they control with difficulty or 
not at all. But the man of moods and 
explosive temperament after he has. 
made an “exhibition” of himself 

and perhaps gone to the extreme of u man- 
ners and abuse in dealing with a salesman 
is, unless he ie thoroughly hardened, sure to 
swing back to the opposite mood, often with 
a tinge of regret for his unmannerly conduct. 

This is the salesman’s opportunity. It is to 
judge his man and quietly but abruptly 
leave him, that is, if he is permitted to do so 
-in some cases the-salesman’s going may 
be ed. Then be should estimate the time 
for return. 

It is useless to try at once to overcome a 
man who has lost his temper or happens to 
be in an il] humor, but the politely persistent 
salesman should keep at his prospective cus- 
tomer until the explosion comes, then quick- 
ly make his exit. ‘ 

After an hour or two, or better in most 
cases the following day, he may return and 
then he will probably find the man ina better 
humor and in most cases more than ready to 
make amends. 

The saiesman who understands this tend- 
ency of human nature to react and makes 
the most of it will be able to land many a cus- 
tomer who would otherwise escape him. 

An experience the writer once had well 
illustrates this principle of human nature. I 
had almost persuaded the wife of a young 
physician to order a set of books, but she 
wished her husband to see the books first. 

When I returned at the appointed hour in 
company with my manager we wére shown 
into the parlor, and in a few moments the 
doctor came in. It seems he had been asleep 
and the servant wakened him. When he 
learned our business we were literally 
kicked out of the house—a cyclone seemed to 
whirl us out of the door and the atr was blue. 
But three hours later I went back and got his 
order. 

This reaction after an outburst of temper 
is sure to take place, as I have verifled many 
a time since. “ 

While it may hardly seem honorable pur- 
posely to lead a man into such a situation, it 
is certainly consistent with business ethics 
to take advantage of the better mood and the 
almost certain tinge of remorse that follows 
when a man makes a fool of himself.

“UNDERGROUND” PRICES. 


In a recent issue of the Blectric Railway 
Journal some interesting comparisons were 
made of the Paris underground system and 
that cf New York, which is the most exten- 
sive plant of the character in the United 
States. In the Paris system the average fare 
is but 2.7 cents, with a minimum fare of.1.19 
cents at certain hours of the day. The Paris 
system offers universal transfers over a com- 
pleated network of lines, and when this net- 
work is completed a passenger may. travel 
from any.qparter of the city proper to any 
ocher ‘quarter for a single fare. New York's 
system, on the other hand, charges a much 
higher fare, though the possible ride is 
longer. 

Allowing: for difference in purchasing pow- 
er.of money, the charge per mile for the aver- 
age ride is from one and one-half to two times 
as great in Paris as in New York. The lines 
extend into undeveloped areas fifteen miles 
from the center of traffic, as against three or 
four miles in Paris, and a greater speed is 
atiainable. The average speed in Paris is 
but twelve miles per hour, while in New 
York, on the express tracks between Brook- 
lyn bridge and Ninety- sixth street, the rate is 
twenty-four miles an hour, including stops, 
while the average speed for both express and 
local trains for the entire system is eighteen 
miles per hour.

FAST TRAINS OF FUTURE. | 


In discussing the things needed to Increase 
the average speed of railway trains, an offi- 
cial at a recent railway conference urged 
strongly a decrease in the weight of cars. 
and made an interesting comparison with 
bicycles. 

In a train made up of Pullman cars, it ap- 
pears, the engine has to hau! not less than a 
ton and a half of dead load for each passen- 
ger carried. On the racetrack the bicycle 
carries its load, at an average railroad 
speed, on a dead weight basis of twenty 
pounds to the passenger. One hundred and 
fifty times as much dead weight to be carried 
per passenger on a railroad as on a bicycle! 

What the limit of speed for trains will be 
during the present century no one can tell 
at present, but with existing conditions 
more than 100 miles an hour have been made 
over a short distance.

What’s Happened to Gold Dollar? 
It’s Now Mighty Short Yardstick. 


By HOLLIS W. FIELD. — 


HAT’S the matter with the gold 
dollar? 

It has shortened in its measure- 
ments of things in these last ten 
years,” is part of the explanation of 

everybody who comments on the present high 
cost of living. 

Yet a dozen years ago or more, when 
William Jennings Bryan wanted to shorten 
the measurements of the silver dollar, all of 
La Salle street was busy explaining to me 
that Gold IS price! Im those days when 
William was trying to Jennings the silver 
Gollar I could bring more stuff home from 
the corner grocery for 50 cents than I can 
bring home for 150 cents now. 

What's the matter with the gold dollar? 
Wasn't William J. B. canned all right? 
Hasn't the free silver issue staid dead? 

But you are getting a full gold dollar’s 
worth of anything you buy,” explains La 
Salle street. “You may not be getting as 
many yards, or as many pounds, or as many 
quarts, or as many dozens for it as you did, 
but you are getting a gold dollar’s worth of 
it. When you ask for a doliar’s worth of 
this, or that, or the other, you get a gold 
dollar's worth.

When vou consider this influence of cred- 
it uperr the man who has that one thing need- 
ful and at the same time remember that the 
Uteral scarcity of so many things needful in 
exchange for credit is pressing upon us how 
can wé escape the fact of * high prices The 
gold dollar which is our standard exchange is 
no more in the trangaction than is the yard- 
stick or the quart measure or the pound mark 
on the butcher's scales. 

** Give me a dollar's worth of something.“ 
however, is the request of the buyer which 
brings home the fact that his dollar has 
cheapened. He may ask for a yard of this, a 
quart of that, or a pound of the other and the 
unit of measure is the same. But he is shocked 
when his ‘ doliar’s worth is only two-thirds 
as heavy or large or long as it was a week or 
month or a yearago. He understands if the 
change has come about within a week ona 
certain commodity which practically is out 
of the market. It is sufficient if the dealer 
explains that there's only ten pounds or ten 
yards of the stuff in the whole county and 
that the other nine yards or nine pounds will 
bring twice as much in another ten days. 

But here we are experiencing the sudden 
realization that everything we have to buy is 
greatly advanced in price while we weren't 
thinking about it and we are puszled to death 
to know how it came about. 

“It is inereased production of gold in a 
great measure, but it is also the tariff ana the 
price of labor and the influx of immigration 
and a score of other things. But still—great-

N all of the many states where the follow- 
servant doctrine still obtains, the 
thoughtful workers ir places of any dan- 
ger see its form alwaye hovering over 
them. The doctrine is an old one, which 

may have fitted well into the times and con- 
ditions when it was first formulated, when 
processes were simpler and the number of 
employes comparatively few and their char- 
acter presumably better known to one 
another than to their employers, but most 
workers, and not a few lawyers and jurists, 
believe that it has outlived ite usefulness. — 

By this doctrine the worker is put in the 
position of having assumed the risk of practi- 
cally all injuries from what may be denomi- 
nated the negligence of his feliow servants, 
who, in many large establishments and lines 
of work, he may hardly know, or perhaps 
may never have known, or knowingly met, 
until the time he is injured. 

But be the doctrine good or bad, according 
to the point of view, an old street railway: 
cage recently decided by the Supreme court 
of Ilinols, and in which it refused a hear- 
ing in February, emphasizes the point that 
not only is the worker laboring under a cloud 
of uncertainty with regard to the character 
of the employés with whose negligence he 
must take his chances, but with regard to 
those who are his so-called fellow servants, 
under the law. Indeed, it would seem that 
the latter question almost baffles the courts, 
after all of the facts in many of the cases 
are laid before them. 

In this case the question was whether a con- 
ductor on the rear car of an old Cottage 
Grove avenue cable train was the fellow 
servant of a motorman on a Sixty-third 
street electric car, as a matter of law. For- 
tunately for the conductor, who was injured 
by the alleged negligence of the motorman, 
the court holds that the latter was not, as a 
matter of law, his fellow.servant under the 
circumstances shown, and allows him to have 
a judgment for damages for the injuries he 
sustained in the collision that occurred. 
But the decision, according to some prece- 
dents, might just as easily have been made 
the other way, and, in fact, two members of 
the court dissented from the decision, hold- 
ing that it should have been the other way. 

Indeed, the court confesses in so many 
words that an examination of the authori- 
ties shows that it is not always easy to de- 
fine who are to be considered as iellow 
servants’ within the rule laid down by 
this court. Doubtful cases may arise in 
which it will be difficult to say, as a matter 
of law, whether or not certain persons are 
fellow servants.” 

Still, the court says that, by the decisions 
in Illinois, the exemption of the employer 
from liability is confined within narrower 
limits than those usually recognized by other 
courts. Under the rule as laid down in this 
state, to create the relation of fellow serv- 
ants the servants or workers must be direct- 
ly cotperating with each other in a particu- 
lar work at the time of the injury, or their 
usual duties must be such as to bring them 
into habitual] association so as to afford t..em 
the power and opportunity of exercising a 
mutual influence upon each other promotive 
of proper caution.

Case of Trouble Man. 


Leaving now the fellow servant question 
and looking further through ‘the latest de- 
cisions of the various courts of last resort 
for other cases and points of interest, one 
calls for notice where a lineman who was 
the “trouble” man for a telephone com- 
pany was injured by falling from a tele- 
phone pole which he was ascending in the 
performance of his duties. He laid the 
trouble to one of the iron steps on the pole 
being defective and turning in the pole when 
he stepped on it. He sued the company for 
damages and recovered a judgment. 

But he was doomed to ultimate disappoint- 
ment in the matter of recovering compensa- 
tion, for when the case reached the Supreme 
court of Washington the latter held that, 
the man being of ripe experience, having 
been an assistant foreman, and, accordfng 
to his own testimony, having at the time 
of the accident charge of the operating de- 
partment out upon the line, it was his duty 
to notice the defective step, and his failure 
to do so being what is termed the proximate 
cause of his injury, he could not recover 
damages.

An employé assumes all ordinary risks ta: 
cident to his employment and all dangers 
which are open and apparent. Again the 


pertinent question is: Were the dangers open 


and apparent, and ought they to Have been 
discovered by the exercise of reasonable 
caution?

Risks of Machine Repairers. 0 


What constitutes a safe place, what 
dangers are apparent, and what constitutes 
the exercise of reasonable caution, depend 
upon facts #0 multifarious and frequently 
subsceptible pf so many different shades of 
interpretation that it is in many instances 
exceedingly difficult to determine justly the 
legal standing of a particular case and to 
apply to it the proper rule. 

When an injury is caused by the defective 
condition of machinery which employes in 
the line of their duty are working to remedy, 
and which they know about or have the 
means of discovering as well as their em- 
ployer, and there is no failure on his part to 
disclose superior knowledge, if he has any, 
then, the Supreme fudicial court of Massa- 
chusetts says in another late case, there can 
be no recovery of damages. 

The cause of the failure of a device to work 
properly may often be obscure. If the em- 
ployé undertakes investigation and repair, 
commonly he has means of knowledge equal 
to those of the employer or his superintend- 
ent. The employer performs his duty if he 
discloses his knowledge touching the nature 
of the defect and puts upon the employé the 
obligation of discovering the cause or rem- 
edying the danger. Such a risk is not one as 
to which any duty rests upon the employer. 

Whatever gets out of repair must be made 
whole. Whoever undertakes this work, 
either in a principal or in a subordinate capac- 
ity, assumes the risk incident toit. He may 
not appreciate or apprehend the precise man- 
ifestation of peril which the accident may 
disclose, but he knows that danger, latent as 
well as manifest, may lurk behind the faulty 
condition. Injury arising out of. such cir- 
cumstances is one of the ordinary risks of the 
employment, for which ho liability arises, 
and which the employé assumes by his con- 
tract of service. The obligation of the em- 
ployer to provide a safe place in which his 
employé may work, and machinery in good 
repair, is discharged in such case if there Is 
no defect outside that which is pointed out 
for repair.

Minors Who Misrepresent Age. 


For various positions, especially positions 
of more or less danger, it is deemed unwise 
by many employers to employ minors. That 
is true in the factory and other places, as well 
as in railroading. The latter, however, fur- 
nishes the case in which an interesting point 
in this connection of seemingly general ap- 
plication has just been decided. A minor 
named Lupher applied to the Atchison, To- 
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peka and Santa Fé railway eompany fon a 
position as brakeman. He represented him- 
self to be of full age, when in fact he was but 
18 years old, the company having a rule 
forbidding the employment of minors in that 
capacity. He obtained the position, was in- 
jured, and sued the company for damages. 

The trial court decided the case 
him on the ground that his misrepresentation 
prevented the establishment of the relation 
of employer and employé, and that at the 
time of his injury he was either a trespasser 
or at most a mere licensee, to whom the com- 
pany owed mo other duty than not to ingure 
him willfully or wantonly. 

The case was taken to the Supreme court 
of Kansas, which reverses the judgment of 
the lower court. It holds that such a misrep- 
resentation of age does not relieve the em- 
ployer from his or its obligation to exercise 
the same care for such an employé’s protec- 
tion as is due to any other employé, or die- 
entitle the employé to recover for an injury 
due to the want of such care, not occasioned 
by his minority or immaturity. 


* 
Question of Consecutive Hours. : 


A still different question, but one of hardly 
less interest, in principle, has just been de- 
cided by the Süpreme court of California in 
a case where it holds constitutional a 1900 
statute of that state regulating the hours of 
employment in underground mines and in 
smeiting and reduction works. 

One of the points of attack on this act was 
the provision therein that the hours of em- 
ployment, not to exceed eight within any 
twenty-four hours, shall be consecutive, ex- 
cluding any intermission of time for lunch or 
meals. The court answers that it is not pre- 
pared to say that this limitation bears no 
reasonable relation to the protection of the 
health of the workmen. 

The legislature may have considered that 
persons working in underground mines, in 
smelters, or in reduction works require for 
their protection not only that the total num- 
ber of hours of employment in a day should 
be limited, but that the hours of labor should 
be so adjusted as to allow the employé a long 
consecutive period of rest and recreation. 
This is a question of legislative policy with 
which the courts have no concern.

The work has 
not been carried on here long enough to fur- 
nish sufficient data to determine, but in New 
Jersey snuff has been made for over 200 years 
and people continue to, work at it until a ripe 
old age. 

At first the new worker Is apt to experience 
certain unpleasant sensations, exactly such 
as attacks a youngster when he smokes his 
first cigar, but this nausea soon wears off, 
and the belief of old men who have worked in 
tobacco all their days is that a snuff or to- 
bacco factory is the healthiest place in their 
locality, that tobacco has antiseptic qualities 
and is a preventive against contagious 
diseases: that during the last two centuries 
in this country in towns and cities where 
contagious diseases have been epidemic those 
who worked in snuff and tobacco factories 
have been almost immune. There are many 
records in Europe dating further back than 
our country confirming the belief and experi- 
ence of the old tobacco and snuff workers 
that tobacco has valuable medicinal! proper 
ties. 

Only the strongest and richest tobacco can 
be used in the manufacture of snuff. This 
grows in that part of the country known as 
the tobacco belt. The tobacco is carefully se- 
lected and is cured for several years—two 
years at least—in the cask. Snuff may be made 
of the stems alone or of the leaves alone. 
or of fanciful mixtures of various tobacco 
brought from different countries, to which 
may be added the leaves of other plants and 
the flavors desired. 

It is not generally known that at least 
nine out of every ten boxes of snuff sold in 
this country contain a guarantee that it 
is abeolutely pure. We, of course, know that 
flavoring extracts are used in the manufac- 
ture of snuff and tobacco, but the guarantee 
also means that the flavoring extracts are 
pure.

Recipe for clear soup—Boil two beef shanks 
with a bunch of soup vegetables four hours; 
strain and let stand over night in a cool place. 
Remove grease. Enough water should have 
been used to make two quarts of soup; a 
blade of mace added while boiling improves 
this. 

Recipe fortroyal custard for soup—T wo egg 
yolks, two tablespoonfuls milk, a little salt, 
peppered and finely minced parsiey. Mix 
thoroughly and pour into buttered baking 
dish, set into a pan with water in it, into 
the oven and bake ten minutes. Turn out 
when cold and cut in small cubes. 

Recipe for baked red snapper with cream 
and cheese sauce—Make a white sauce of 
one quart of milk, two large tablespoonfuls 
of flour, and four ounces butter; add one- 
half cup white wine; place the fish in a baking 
dish, pour the sauce over it, and sprinkle over 
it one cup grated cheese, a little lemon juice 
and bread crumbs, and bake at least half 
an hour in moderate oven. 

Recipe for cucumber sandwiches—Slice 
white bread thin and butter it. The cucum- 
ber should be sliced thin and allowed to stand 
with French dressing poured over it for a 
little while before the sandwiches are made. 
Sandwiches should be cut round with a small 
cookie cutter. See lettuce salad for French 
dressing and use half the recipe. 

Recipe for asparagus with sauce Holland- 
aise—Heat two cans of asparagus and cover 
with the following recipe for sauce: Melt 
three ounces butter, stir in half a tablespoon- 
ful flour; when bubbling add slowly one cup 
boiling water, stirring constantly, and half 
a cup of lemon juice, little grdted nutmeg, 
salt, and pepper, and last the well beaten 
yolks of three eggs; simmer for a minute 
after eggs have been put in, but do not allow 
to boil violently. Place the saucepan in an- 
other pan of warm water until needed. 

Recipe for double filet of beef roasted— 
Place large end of one filet and small end 
of Other together; lard with two slices of 
bacon cut into strips. Put slice of bacon 
with two ounces of butter im casserole, or 
doubje roaster, four meat and brown on all 
sides, turning often, adding two tablespoons 
good drippings, When dark brown, add a 
cupful of water from time to time and cook 
from three to four hours. Add salt and pep- 
per when meat is half done; also one can 
mushrooms. If gravy is too thin, add alittle 
fiour and skim off extra fat. 

Recipe for individual potato puffs—Peel 
and boil six large potatoes, mash well, add 
three ounces butter and cup of milk, and 
two well beaten eggs; drop from large spoon 
on greased paper or fill ramekin dishes and 
brown in oven. 

Recipe for French dressing for lettuce— 
Mix in bowl with a piece of ice one-half 
cupful salad oil, one-half cupful vinegar, 
diluted with one-half cupful water, one-half 
teaspeonful salt, one saltspoonful red pep- 
per.

These boxes are invariably clean and free 
of protruding nails, and it requires only a 
loose lining of paper to make them idea! con- 
veyors. 

In packing narrow fragile articles, place 
them on edge, thus lessening chances of 
breakage as compared to packing fiat. 

Should moving day be cold, the boxes can 
be readily converted into emergency kindling 
wood for the kitchen stove, if it has been set 
up.

The blouse and sleeves in one, when well 


made, form a graceful and most comforta- 
ble garment. The blouses of the Russian 


peasants are cut in one piece, the only eam 


being the seam of the sleeve on the inside 
of the arm, extending in an unbroken line 


into the under arm seam of the blouse. Of = 


course, where the materia! is not wide enough 
there would necessarily be a seam down the 
middie of the back. The style will lend itself 
to about any material and will be used on 
frocks for all possible occasions. Its influ- 
ence fs felt even on the lingerie. 

Several years ago many waists were made 
without the shoulder seam, and there were 
a good many times when the effect was any- 
thing but pretty. There was so oftenan ugly 
fullness in the back, just under the arm, 
which seemed impossible to dispose of. Now, 
however, this has been eliminated, and the 
effect is pleasing instead of otherwise. 

The blouse is fitted up closer under the arm, 
and sometimes, where the figure requires it, 
a separate under arm piece to the sleeve may 
be set in to make the fitting still closer. 

+ * 

In dresses this blouse has the sleeves usu- 
ally ending in cap length, the longer length 
sleeve matching the material which is used 
in the guimpe. 

This seamless characteristic admits of 
much variation, and can be used to good ad- 
vantage on any kind of a dress, from tha 
morning dress suitable for housework to the 
dressiest creation. It will be becoming to 
some figures, made quite simply, without any 
plaits, tucks, or any additional fullness. If 
a person is well developed, having broad 
shoulders and an erect carriage, the simpy 
made garment wil! be graceful and becoming. 
If the figure is too slight, the shoulders in- 
clined to droop, tucks or other trimming 
will look well. 

XR 

A point which should be of interest in the 
peasant style is that there is no necessity 
for buying a pattern; instead, a woman 
who chooses may easily cut one to fit her- 
self. To help make the directions c.car, a 
diagram of a blouse is given on this page. 
Measure your length from the shoulder, at 
the neck end, down to the waist line in the 
middie of the front. Write this measure 
down, ‘then have some one measure the vack 
length in the-same way. 

Measure the distarice from tHe top of tae 
shoulder, at the armhole point, down to the 
point where the under arm seam in an or- 
dinary blouse ends at tho armhole. This will 
give half the size of the armhole. Measure 
from the neck line on the fold straight down 
the shoulder and outside of the arm co the 
wrist, and then take .he inside arm measure.

The under arm length, the front and back 
lengths, measuring from the neck line, and 
the neck measures should all be carefully 
taken and written.down. 

Take a piece of old muslin which has been 
smoothly pressed, and cut your pattern trom 
that first, so as to have it perfectly satis- 
factory. Fold the cloth over, directly ona 
woof thread (the warp threads are those 
which run up and down, and the woof those 
which run across the width), so that from the 
raw edge to the fold there isthe front length 
measure from the shoulder at the neck to 
the middle of the front.

» Crease a line down the middle, and meas- 
ure from the bottom up towards the fold, 
and put a mark ai the right front length 
Measure from the same point in 
the back, up towards the fold, and put a 
mark at the rignt length of the back. Lay 
the cloth out flat and draw the neck line, 
measuring about as far out as the fold, each 
side of the middle, as the neck mark in the 
middie of the front comes from the fold— 
say three inches—then measure the line to 
see if the measure corresponds with the 
neck measure.

really correct. and fit better up under the erm,

Cut a two meh square of the cloth, fold it 
together so as tO make a diagonal crease,

sketch showing the three flounced skirt? 
There must be a silk or satif gored founda- 
tion, and to this are attached three circular 
flounces. The top one should end in the front, 
a little above half the distance between the 
waist and knees, the middle one should come 
a little below the knees, and the bottom one 
comes quite to the floor. 

The two upper ones are slightly longer in 
the back than in the front and the bottom one 
ends in a little train. Each one is made to lap 
sufficiently to avoid showing the lining, and 
they must be cut so that there is no fullness 
where they are mounted tothe skirt. 


These flounces are untrimmed and are fin- 
ished with a fitted facing which is hemmed 
invisibly by hand. The blouse is made over a 
fitted lining, and there are severa! folds laid 
over the tops of the sleeves and shoulders, 


and these are tacked in position instead of 
being stitched. The sleeves end a little below 
the elbow and the neck is cut in a rounding 
shape and the edge finished with a finely 
plaited ruffie of the chiffon cloth. 

The tunic in some form or other seems to 
belong to the seamless blouse, and a pretty 
idea for one is shown on this page. The sim- 
ple blouse and the tunic are both gathered 
and put into a beit, which is covered with the 
embroidery. There is no guimpe worn with 
the blouse, which is cut out slightly and fin- 
ished with a narrow and flatly plaited frill] 
of the mousseline.

For a linen, cotton volle, or other wash ma- 
terial, the design with the short plaited skirt 
would make up well. Made in white or blue 
linen, the bands could be of embroidery in 
red and blue on the white; or in white and 
red on the blue.

Some Handy Facts to Remember. 


To remove a glass stopper pour a little oil 
around the stopper and place the bottle in 
a warm place for half an hour, then strike 
the stopper sharply on each side with a 
piece of ‘wood or with the handle of a spoon. 

The care of wet shoes: ‘Keep on hand a 
few quarts of oats. When shoes are re- 
moved from the feet wet and muddy. wipe off 
the mud with a damp cloth; then wipe 
the shoes as dry and clean as possible. Fill 


them with oats and rub a little vaseline into

While the blouse and tunic look as if they 
were cut in one, there is no reason why they 
cannot be cut and made separately, later on 
being put into the same band at the waist. 
The tunic is laid in plaits which, however, are 
not pressed the full length, but are allowed 
to fall softly. The body of the blouse fs laid 
in plaits and so are the sleeves. Above the 
hem around the bottom of the tunic and up 
the left side, where the opening is, a piping 
of white linen makes a pretty finish. 

Another pretty idea for one of these blouses 
would be to use linen or some materia! which 
will tuck easily and well and make two inch 
tucks on the straight allowing a one inch 
space between and instead of laying the pat- 
tern on a straight fold have it so that the 
tucks run in a bias line down the front and 
back. This will necessitate a seam in the 
middle of the back, and the tucks must match 
perfectly here. 

This can be easily accomplished by running 


d basting down the middle back seam on 


each back, then folding one of the seams back 
toward the wrong side so that the basting 
which marks the seam comes exactly on the 
fold. Lay the other back out flat and lay this 
folded edge of the other piece on top, se that 
the folded edge Nes right over the basting 
which marks the other seam line. 

Pin the seam together. matching the tucks 
perfectly as you proceed, and then hem the 
folded edge to the seam of the other piece, 
being careful to only catch the edge in and not 
take deep stitches. After this has been done 
take the basting out which holds the edge 
back. turn to the wrong side and baste and 
stitch the seam together. The hemming 
Stitches can easily be cut out and the tucks 
will be found to match exactly. If preferred 
the tucks on the sleeves can be straight 
around, by taking separate material and 
joining it under the tuck which falis over the 


shoulder.

A dressy and at the same time inexpensive 
frock can be made of cotton voile, and the 
short sleeve caps, the tunic edge and the 


middle or side front opening finished with a 


wide border of dotted foulard. Cotton voile 
does not crush easily, and comes in a splen- 
did variety of plain colors as well as bordered 
and figured patterns. 

A white dotted organdie, with with the skirt 
laid in rather fine side plaits, which go away 
from the front, forming a box plait there, and 
meeting in the back, needs no trimming un- 
less one wishes to inset a band of Swiss 
embroidery above the deep hem around the 
bottom. The plaits can be stitched to a 
depth of three inches down from the waist, 
and from there on the fullness should hang 
as it will—not having the plaits pressed 
fahther down. 

Lay the organdie for the blouse in plaits 
matching those on the skirt, and stitch these 


to a depth mtching those on the skirt. Cut 


out a rounding yoke, first cutting the blouse 
out, for a shallow round, low neck, amd let 


the ‘yoke extend down the outside of the 


sleeves in a straight band, like the sketch on 
this page. Make this of Swiss embroidery 
and Wnlp a narrow valenciennes lace edge 
to the lower yoke edge.

‘stroyed to save money for the city of 
San Francisco? Will the people of the 
United States give up for all time one of 
the wonder valleys of the earth, in order 
that a single municipality may make a 
reservoir of it? 
Secretary Garfield answered yes to this 
question; at least he granted to the city the use of 


the valley as a reservoir when the lake Hileanor- 


supply should be exhausted, which would be in about 
thirty years. But the present administration may 
answer no, for Secretary Ballinger hes called upon 
the city authorities to show cause why the Garfield 
grant should not be revoked, basing this demand 
upon reports of his engineers. Thus the whole ques- 
tion will son be reargued at the interior department, 
and beth San Francisco and the protectors of the 
valley are preparing tor the fray. 

We of Chicago live two or three thousand miles 
from this remote and still inaccessible Hetch-Hetchy 
valley, byt it is our valley, nevertheless. Bcarcely 2 
score of us, perhaps, have seen it, yet the question of 
its destruction is our question, one in which we should 
take an active interest. Because this effort to invade 
the Yosemite National park and deprive the people 
ot one of ite noblest features-—-perhaps, indeed, of the 
entire Tuolumne watershed, the finer half of the park 
~nullifies the laws under which our une parks 
were created and threatens 
their existence. 

Why do we of this middle 
west know so litte about the 
Hetch -Ketchy valley? Why 
have so few of us seen it? Be- 
cause the Yosemite National 
park, a vast playground of over 
500 square miles. is still a wil- 
derness with no-accommoda- 
tions for tourists except in the 
little Yosemite valley. which 
occupies nearly fifty square 
miles at the heart of it. 

* 

Improvement Not Begun. 

Until two years ago no rail- 
road reached the park, and 
even now the thirteen miles of 
staging from the park boun- 
dary to the hotels and camps 
in the Yosemite valley is @ 
duty journey over an insuffer- 
ably rough road. The govern- . 
ment, in short, has not yet 
begun to improve this mag- 
- nificent property, to build good 
roads and trails, grant hotel 
concessions. and make some of 
the finest scenery on earth ac- 
cessible to the people. 

The tourmt ig confined to the 
Yosemite vailey itself and the 
peaks and viewpoints in the 
rim of it. If he wishes to see 
the Heteh-Hetcny valley. or 
Tudlumne meadows, or Lake 
Merced. if me wishes to fish 
in those erystal waters, or 
climb those close ranged moun- 
tains, he must hire guides and 
a pack train, and carry his 
sleeping bag and provisions 
with him. 

Thus the American people do 
not know what a treasure they 
possess. They are not yet 
jealous of they beauty of it; 
they do not yet sufficiently re- 
sent amy invasion of their 
rights in it. They have all 
heard of the Yosemite valley.

One of the Wondervales of the Earth. 


The Hetch-Hetchy is indeed one of the wondervales 
of the earth. It is @ little natural garden sunk be- 
tween protecting mountain walls. It is a level mead- 
ow of ancient oake and cedars and flowery grasses 
through which the mighty Tuolumne river, fresh from 
great leaps down its awful gorge, rushes gayly along 
a course that curves and winds like a ribbon, 

Kolana, a sheer granite rock 2,000 feet high, guards 
the entrance of it, mountain walls and gorges sur- 
round it, lofty cataracts fall into it. It lies protected 
from severe cold and heavy winds, a little paradise 
where people will be heppy—all the future genera- 
tions of men and women—every month of the year, 
and where in summer they can lie down and sleep 
under the trees without so much as a tent between 
them and the sky. 

Indeed, if congress would only build good roads and 
trails into the valley and grant a concession for a 
provision store, no hotels or even tent would de 
needed. You and I could then carry our blankets and 
frying. pans into the valley any summer day, make 
ourselves comfortably at home under some tall cedar 
or broad oak, and stay as long as we might wish, 
with no fear of rain or any other troubles.

Annual Outing for Sierra Club. 

Twice I have lived for a week in the Heteh-Hetchy 
valley as a me r of the outing party of the Call- 
fornia Sierra club. Every summer a party of club 
members and their guests takes a month’s tramping 
in the mountains, and of all their trips the most beau- 
tiful is the one which carries them through the ¥e- 
semite National park. 

This trip always begins with 1 preliminary camp 
in Yosemite valley, from which the members of the 
High Sierra party climb out early in July, either by 
Bagle pass, along the 1,600 foot cliff over which thun- 
ders Yosemite falls, or beside Vernal and Nevada 
falls. After four or five days of tramping from ten 
to eighteen miles & day and four or five nights of 
sleeping under pines beside a rushing brook or a 
mountain lake, we reach our first long camp at Tuo- 
lumne Meadows, and spend nearly, a week in that rich 
broad pasture 8,000 feet above the sea, climbing the 
high peaks, fishing in the Tuolumne, or otherwise 
kollowing our heart’s desire. 

From the meadows to Hetch-Hetchy valley the crow 


ies seventeen miles, but for the foot of mah they 


are seventeen of the roughest miles on this wrinkled 
planet. The beautiful big Tuolumne river falls 4,000 
feet in a score of cataracts, down one of the fiercest 
and most spectacular gorges to be found on earth. 

No trail has been cut through this magnificent cafion 
as yet—poor Uncle Sam cannot afford the money—so 
only a picked twenty or thirty ot our hundred and

The rest of us must stick closer to the trail where- 
on marches the jingting packtrain- of mules With our 
baggege. Nevertheless we can follow the river past 
two or three of the falls. sleep two nights with the 
music of one in our dreams, and slip down and back 
past three or four more-—-O, such foaming wonders!— 
in the intervening day. Then we must leave the river 
and make a wide circuit around—up and down, down 
and up, across cafions, precipices, streams, touching 
once or twice the edge of the gorge where its walls 
rise 3,000 feet above the stream, then dipping down 
again—down, down, until, after six more days of 
steady tramping we reach the green floor of Hetch- 
Hetehy valley and march three miles or more through 
waist-high grasses to our camp under the great, 
shadow of Kolana. 

In the happy valley we may test a few days and 
invite our souls. Then the knapsackers reach us. 
seratcheé and ragged after their week's contest with 
jagged rocks and prickly brush, telling stories of fear- 
some mountaineering exploits and slaughter of rattle- 
snakes in the cafion, and lest blood curdling tales of 
frying pan dinners with only cups and spoons to serve 
them. There the whole party is united once more 
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at breakfast and dinner, separating during the day 
into many groups, each following its own sweet wil’. 
* 


* 
Plenty to Do in This Wonderland. 

For there are so many things to do in this beauti- 
ful wonderland! For the firat day or two it is joy 
enough to rest, four or five congenial souls—or even 
two!—may sit under a tree beside the rushing, crystal 
clear Tuolumne, with a book, or fishing rods—for there 
are trout in the river—or with nothing at all. Or 
we may gather wild flowers among the tall grasses or 
in clefts of the rocks. Or, as our energies rise, we 
may hire the packers’ horses and gallop over the level 
trails on the Valley floor. 

Or we may cross the river on the corduroy bridge 
two miles from camp and tramp over to the base of 
the waterfalls, Wapama, a thundering cataract which 
tumbles and slants down a cleft over 1,700 feet; and 
Tueeulala, a “silvery scarf burning with irised sun- 
fire in every fiber.” This long, slender scarf of water 
1,600 feet high or more, John Muir declares “the most 
beautiful fall I have ever seen”; and of the two he 
says: 

„No two falls could be more unlike—Tueeulale out 
z the open sunshine descending like thistiedowa, 

anting soft and low like a summer breese in the 
pines; Wapama in a jagged shadowy gorge roaring 
and thundering, pounding its way with the weight and 
energy of ar avalanche. Tueeulala whispers that the 
Almighty dwells in peace; Wapama is the thunder of 
his chariot wheels in power.” 

Another day we give to the Rancheria, a happy lit - 
tle stream which dashes into the Tuolumne through 
a narrow cafion of its own with five falle in it, all 
different, and each more adorable than the other. The 
firet of these falls, a beautiful fanlike dash in five 
branchés, was our stopping place for luncheon on the 
last day's march toward Hetch-Hetchy. Now we are bent 
upon seéing the other four, and we approach from be- 
low, following the Rancheria upward from its junction 
with the Tuolumne. 


R ** 
Quest of the Falls Spectacular. 

The first fall we reach is near the junction—a broad, 
slanting cascade, spread like a white sheet over the 
smooth granite. We get wet in climbing beyond it, 
and cling close to the tangled and precipitous bank 
of the river, for if we leave it by even a yard we shall 


be led off farther and farther and lose our quest. 


After a mile or more of clinging and orawitng we 
reach a low little fall deep 
inf a narrow gorge; a place 
weird, sombre, and myste- 
rious, surely a haunt of 
of witches, the background 
of a Böcklin picture, a foun- 
tain of Hades, or the oracle 
of some ancient god. 

The third fail, another 
‘half mile or so up, is teller, 
and in the depth of a gorge 
go narrow that one rock of 
its walls half hides the fall 
frong us. And the fourth, 
which we reach after the 
longest, stiffest climb of all, 
stands proudly sixty feet 
high at the head of this 
broken and twisted cafion. 
this cleft which the river 
has cut between the granite 
mountains. I doubt if any- 
where in the world could be 
found a more adventurous 
little river than this Ran- 
cheria, or a more spectac- 
ular little climb than this 
quest of its falls. 


And then there are the 
camp fires — unutterably : 
splendid with their blase of — 
burning logs affronting the ee do nt and 
stars! Sometimes John Muir 
talks to us—the most ador- 
able of talkers—one could 
listen for hours to his lore 
of the mountains. Some- 
times we sing songs—inose | 
who ean—and tell stories, 
and Signor de Gragsi, gen- 
erous artist that he is, plays 
noble music on the violin, 
to an effect 
more magical than could be 
achieved anywhere indoors. 
And one night we have an 
operatta — Julius Ceesar,’’ 
no less— with wonderful cos- 
tumes and solos and cuo- 
ruses, and many witty im- 
provements on the origina! 
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River's Music Lulls. 
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dam 200 feet long across the outlet of the Tuolumne. 
to submerge the flowery meadews and ancient foregts, 
and convert the magic valley into a mountain bound- 
ed lake. She says the lake would be pretty. Pos- 
sibly, but there are hundreds of mountain lakes in 
the Seirrag and only one Hetch-Hetchy valley. And 
not only is it one of the wonder valleys of the earth— 
our Vale of Cashmere, our pleasure garden complete 
and perfect—but it is an absolute necessity to the 
park. 

It is the focal point of many trails, the only large 
camping ground in that region, the only place in that 
part of the park where any future hotel concession will 
be possible. Moreover, if it is used as a reservoir for 
drinking water, fear of pollution may drive the people 
out of Tuolumne meadows and the whole watershed, by 
far the larger half of the Yosemite National park. 

And this for no necessity, but merely to save dollars! 
There are no leas than fourteen other ways of getting 
plenty of Sierra water for the people of San Francisco, 
not to speak of the Hel river project at the north, 
which would afford a larger reservoir than the Hetch- 
Hetchy. 


* 
Argument for Gift Truly Wonderful. 

But these sources of supply are in private owner- 
ship, whereas the Hetch-Hetchy belongs to you and 
me and all the people of the United States, living and 
unborn, and may therefore—so says the city at the 
Golden Gate—be given away free gratis for nothing 
by the congress we have chosen to guard our interests 

If this be true, if a secretary of the interior, or con- 
gress itself, has power to give away at pleasure one of 
the finest features——any feature—of a park which has 
been dedicated for all time to the people, then these 
parks are not worth the paper the laws creating them 
are written on. Let us then flood the Yosemite, and 
give up Niagara to the power companies, and turn our 
forests into lumber and cover our scenery with bil- 
boards! The people may go abroad for beauty——this 
is a nation to make money in! Let us desecrate this 
place of future pilgrimage, let us destroy this national 
asset worth untold millions to the unborn people of 
California and untold happiness to the people of all 
the world, in order that the great and rich metropolis 
of the Pacific may save a few dollars! 

As was said last winter to the senate committee on 
public lands, “Shall we permit San Francisco, like

Earth Positively in No Danger. 

“At its best,” assures Prof. B. E. Barnard of the 
staff of Yerkes observatory at Williams Bay; “the 
comet’s tail will be but an interesting phenomenon. 
There probably will be an illumination of the evening 
sky. But probably nothing more. We will de 15,000,- 
000 miles away from the comet. Positively, there is 
no danger to this planet.” 

“At its worst,” supplements Prof. B. B. Frost, the 
observatory director, there will be a meteor shower. 
But even this will mean no danger to our planet. The 
“predictions” of some scientiste who profess to see 
Halley's comet wiping out the earth on May 18 are 
not based on common sense and knowledge. The cir- 
cumstance of earth passing through the comet's tail 
while the comet is between it and the sun is a star- 
tling one Dut bet it be published far and wide; there 
positively is no danger of the destruction of our 
world.” 

With these assurances in its mind the pub“ may 
go about its business without a second’s worry about 
the earth lasting later than May 18. It is going to 
last. It will be doing business on the morning of 
May 19 just the same as it was on the 17th. It may 
be the richer by a few choice meteors switched off 
the comet's tall, but that isn’t a serious matter. There 
have been meteor showers before and the globe stin 
whirls. 

Camille Flammarion and other prophets who pub- 
licly have debated the question of a grand terrestrial 
knockout May 18 have alarmed the public unneces- 
sarily.

Flammarion’s Prophecy Alarms Europe. 
Flammarion's first prophecy came in January, when 


he prédicted that the comet would put an end to this 
sphere about the 15th of March. The news spread 


Halley and 
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like wildfire and actually upset the continent for weeks. 
The effect of this prophecy, coming over the distin- 
guished name of Flammarion, played havoc with the 
carefully ordered lives of the peasants of France and 
Germany. Thousands of them actually stopped work 
and refused to plan for the future, The world Was 
coming to an end in March; what was the use of 
Planning beyond then? 

In Germany a town councilor of Cologne, a man of 
Wealth and position, refused to vote for a proposed 
improvement in the oity’s water works because, he 
said, since the world was going to be destroyed in a 
month or two, there was no use in *nding money 
foolishly. In Silesia the alarmed peasants drew all 
their savings out of the banks and spent the money 
prodigally, determined to have as good a time as they 
could in the few months left. In Baden farmers re- 
fused to sow their fields because they were convinced 
that the comet would destroy the earth before the 
crops could ripen. So serious did the matter become 
that the government was forced to take a hand and 
print and circulate thousands of letters showing that 
fears about the comet were all illusionary. 

In the southern part of this country, among the 
colored people, the news of this prediction also began 
to circulate. The superstitious darkies immediately 
began to see signs and omens, refused to work, and 
began to loaf and pray their time away, waiting for 
the fatal day in March. Later Flammarion changed 
the date of his prophecy to May 18. Then, said he, 
would occur the phenomenon of earth passing through 
the comet's tail, and the tail, 
poisonous gases, would destroy practically all animal 
and plant life on this planet. But, while it-is true 
the earth will pass throtgh this renowned tail on the

His Comet.

P to the time of Edmund Halley no dis- 

tinction was made between periodic and 

unexpected comets, and no one recognised 

the fact that the same comet. might re- 

turn a second time. Aristotle and many 

in his day believed comets nothing more 

than “exhalations inflamed” in the upper 

atmosphere. 

much valuable knowledge to the subject of astronomy, 

held much the same view and never even mentioned 

them in his great work, “The Almagest.” But here 

is where Halley did a great service to science,*and so 

we may take a brief look at his life and his contri- 
butions to the knowledge ef mankind. 

Nearly every schoolboy is familiar with the name 

of Newton, but few know angthing about Halley ex- 

cept aß his name has been appended to his comet. 


His contribution is of no less importance than Nes. 


ton’s. In fact, he was a great friend. of Newton, and 
had it not been for Halley and his friendship we 
might never have known anything at all about New- 
ton. His world renowned work, the Principia,“ 
which contains the results of his labors on the whi- 
versal law of gravitation, would never have been pub- 
lished but for the persistent efforte of Halley, who 
finally persuaded their publication, and even then 
Halley paid the cost from his own small income. 
Halley applied these principles 80 as to include not 
only planets but the orbits of comets also. He care: 
fully observed the great comet that appeared in 1683 
and calculated its orbit and found that it was the 
same one that had appeared in 1607 and 1531. By a 
careful study of these three appearances he predicted 
its return again in the latter part of 1768 or early 
1739. He knew of course that he would net be alive 
to witness this visit and hewsleft this somewhat 
plaintive plea:-“ Wherefore, if, according to what we 
have already said, it should return again about the 
year 1758, candid posterity will not refuse to acknow!- 
edge that this was first discovered by an Bnglish« 
man.” It actually appeared on Christmas Gay, 1758, 
and comets have since been recognized as moving as 
definitely in their paths as the planets, : 


* * : 
Comet Really an Old Friend. 


But this does not reveal all the historic interest 
centering in this already remarkable comet. By care- 
fully studying the ancient records, especially the Chi- 
nese, we find descriptions in more or less satisfactory 
form of every return since 11 B. C., and it is most 
probable that we have a trace of it as far back as 
240 B. C, if not one as far back as about 400 B. C. 
So Halley's comet is an old friend of the earth and 
we should get acquainted with it, for ite traveling 
habits ate so regular that we can surely expect it 
here again about 1986 or 1987. If you ever go out 
its way in space you will surely find a well beaten 
track, for it has been traveling one path a great 
many centuries. ‘, : 


We have drawings of this comet as it appears 7 
far back as 684 and 1066 A. D. Many 3 been — 


since, though we have no photographs of it, as pho- 
tography had not deen sufficiently developed at the 
time of its last return in 1835. Later it was con- 


Piolemy, who contributed. 


sidered the precursor of the conquest of Ungland by 
William of Normandy. It was a magnificent object 
in 1145 and again in 1223, when it was supposed to 
foretell the death of Philip Augustus of France. In 
1450 it was an unusually brilliant object. 


Tradition has it that it was formally excommuni- 
cated by Pope Calixtus III. in a bull mainly directed 
against the Turks, who were then invading eastern 
Europe. It was regarded with great superstition at 
that time, as the Turk had just mastered Constanti- 
nople, and so as a protection against this eastern 
invasion there was added to their usual Ave Maria 
the additional prayer, Lord delivet us from the 
devil, the Turk, and the comet.” 


The period of Halley's comet varies from about 
Seventy-four to seventy-nine years, accordingly as to 
whether its speed is increased or diminished by the 
planets, especially Jupiter and Saturn, which may 
chance to come near it at this end of its journey. 
So one can at once see that it is a complicated mathe- 
matical problem to deduce carefully these influences 
and ascertain the exact date of its appearance. At 
this return in 1910 the period is one of the shortest 


known. : .

Predictions a Tribute to Man's Skill. 

Realizing thus the difficulty d? figuring out care- 
fully its variations one can see the success attained 
when it is known that even in 1686 the predicted re- 
turn was but a few days’ at vari with the actual 
appearance, and now in 1910 the most accurate predic- 
tion was but two days off from the actus! time of re- 
turn. In this we have not only a beautiful tribute to 
the skill and knowledge of man but a remarkable testi- 
mony to the great regularity of the Jaws that operate 
in the universe, so accurate that even a varying journey 
period of a comet can be definitely determined. If a 
person were to take a long journey of seventy-five 
years he would certainly be doing well if he got back 
within two days of his promised time, having traveled 
all that time. ta eee 

The astronomefs began early in 1908 to search for 


the comet. I know of one leading astronomer who was 


sorely in need of rest and was strongly utged by his 
wife to take a vacation last summer, but he refused and 
staid at home, for he wanted to have the hobor of being 
the first to rediscover Halley’s comet. The search was 
largely made by means of the photographic plate, Which 
will take impressions of objects so dim that the naked 
eye cannot see them in the same telescope used fot 
photographing it. So the astronomer continued to tale 
these photographs of different sections of the heavens 
night after night in that part of the sky where the 
Visitor was expected. 

Astronomer Wolff of Germany first located the comet 


on Sept. 11 last and a, few days later the astronomers: 


at Yerkes observatory. were able actually to view the 
. | Visually through the telescope—Prof. Burnham 
having -this honor.

Here is the situation: Halley's comet travels around 
the sun in an Opposite direction from that followed 
by the earth; thus they are at present rushing toward 
each other. Its orbit is on a @ifferent plane from 
that of earth, Mars, Mercury, Venus, and the other 
great planets, The orbit of these planets may be de- 
scribed as a plate, with the aun as its enter. But 
Halley’s comet, defying the rules that govern the 
planets, comes from its jourhey in the far away heave 
ens and enters and goes through the planets’ orbit 
at an angle. 

Now, it happens that in this year of grace 1910 it 
passes through the plahet orbit at a point that brings 
it directly between earth and the sun. 
countless millions of other places that it could go 
through, countless other places that it has gone 
througty in the past and will go through in the future. 
But this year it happens to have picked out for its 
dive through the planet orbit the single Spot of all that 
could bring about the remarkable juxtaposition of 
sun, comet, and earth. And that te/why May 18 will 
be an altogether unique day in the history of this 
world,

Visitor as Seen Through Telescope. 

In form this occasional visitor to our section of 
the heavens is considerably different’ from the notion 
of the average layman, Looking at it through a large 
telescope, one sees only a single speck of bright, solid 
light, with a tall of considerably lesa brightnegs. The 
head, or nucleus, of the comet is solid matter, as solid 
and bright as any star, composed, it le supposed, of a 
heap of meteoric fragments; the tail is so thin and 
scattered that Prof. Barnard, at Yerkes observatory, 
photographs other stars through it as @ matter of 
course. It is not even n enough to obstruct: the 
view of the stare beyond it: Wherefore, says the staff 
at Yerkes observatory, it is not solid enough to de a 
serious proposition. ‘ | 

“tt is. the effect of the sun upon the comet. that 
creates ite tall,“ says Prof. ard. “Just how it 
acts we do nat know, but the sun, Shining upon the 
nucleus, forces outward from the comet the substances 
and light that form the tail. As the comet nears the 
sun the effect of the latter naturally becomes more 
powerful and the tail becomes longer. April 19, when 
the comet is at perihelion, nearest the sun, the ‘tall 
will de at its longest, and may be 20,000,000 or 80. 
000,000 miles long. May 18, when it passes between 
earth and the sun, the tall probably win be over 
15,000,000 miles long, or long enough te. sweep over 
thie planet. But the fact that other stare may be 
photographed through thie tall indicates that it is lit- 
tle more than a mass of light.” 

At present there is no Halley's comet, eo far as 
observation from this side. of the world is concerned. 
It ceased to be observable on the 8th of March, when 
it began to pase on the other side of the sun. At this 
date, March 27, it is almost directly on the opposite 
side of the sun from the planet earth and therefore 
ie not observable. Nothing will be seen of it in these 
lati until about April 17, when it may be 
bie for a short time in the morning sky just before 
dawn... |

How a Comet Is Photographed. 

Prof. Barnard is the man who finds comets.” More 
than that, he makes photographs of them so that the 
‘peat of the world may know just what they look like.

Then you 
point your telescope at the part of the sky you want 
to photograph. Then unscrew your eyepiece and in-

The comet will then be visible in the morning sky south 
of the point of sunrise. t will rise at the beginning of dawn, and its tail ought to show fairly well, | 
but the comet will be low, near the horizon, and will be visible but for a short time before sunrise. 4 

On May 18 it. will pass directly between us and the sun, at about 8 p..m., but at that time the 
sun will be set and we shall not see it here in its transit across the sun's disk. This will be seen itt the | 
Hawaiian islands—Honolulu—in the Philippines, India, China, Japan, etc. At this time the comet 
will be directly between us and the zun and about fifteen million miles distant. If the tail is fifteen 
million miles long it will sweep over the earth.

J have shown in this diagram the positions of the planets Mercury and Venus on May 18, as 
well as those of the comet and the earth. From Mercury the earth will be seen. shining like @ star 
through the comet. From Venus the earth and the comet will be seen near together, with the earth in 
the tail of the comet. Any one looking at dhe ‘diagram can see how this will be. By following the 
course of the comet on the diagram from Feb. 2. and remembering that its orbit tilts down and 
through the orbit of the earth, one can see the nafure of the situation as it will be on May 18. 

After the comet has passed between us and the sun on May /8 it will be visible in the evening 
shy, and we ought to have a good view of it after sunset.

Cereals Decreasing Yearly yx 


FEW western farm schools stand between 
the nation and predicted calamity. Ex- 
perts and close students of agricultural 
conditions have lately been freely pre- 
dicting that a bread famine will engulf 
the next generation. As competent a 
judge as James J. Hill has said that with- 
in twenty years the world will go hungry 

to bed unless, méanwhile, a great revolution is eccom- 
plished in the treatment of the soil and the abundance 
of its yield. Year by year, these men have pointed out, 
the soil grows poorer and weaker; year by year the av- 
erage yield of cereals per acre has declined; year by 
year the rich crust of the earth has been washing to the 
unresting sea. In the great wheat states, despite more 
farmers and greater acreage under the plow, the gross 
harvest has grown smaller. Prices have advanced con- 
stantly, stimulated in part by these conditions. 

In @ generation bread will be out of the reach of the 
ordinary man, and America will face the somber possi- 
dility of such famines as have stricken India and Rus- 
sia on occasions within easy memory. This is the pre- 
@iction with which a few men are grappling. 

If you tell your neighbor that there is to be a bread 
famine he will ask whether buying wheat ought not to 
be a safe venture. If you ask the average farmer about 
it, he will contemplate the returns of dollar wheat and 
scoff. Tell the same men that their children will have

no bread, and you will produce a different result. It 
is this later phase that these western colleges of the 
soil have been preaching for some little time. 


* * 
Coming Harvest to Show the Results. 


With the harvest of the coming summer at least one 
state—Kansas—will demonstrate to the world th t men 
with telescopic vision have foreseen the danger, and that 
it will be overcome. When the yields of the farms of 
thie greatest of wheat producing states pour into the 
elevators in the late summer and early fall, and before 
that, when the registors on the thrashers tick off the 
number of bushels shaken from thc straw of the field, 
there will be evident the result of an agitation of world 
‘wide importance. 

Kansas expects to increase its yield a million dushele 
in 1910. If this expectation is fulfilled it will be the 
result of the work of a dreamer, or a few dreamers, oc- 
cupying desks at colleges. In other words, these west- 
ern schools already have beaten back the famine of the 
possibility of which few men knewW. 

There are other states in this same work, notably Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and the Dakotas. [Illinois and Mis- 
sour! also have been doing quiet and telling work in the 
direction of increasing the acre yield of cereals, but in 
the states first mentioned, where the wheat crop is of 
the first and greatest importance, the life and heart, in 

‘fact, of agriculture, the greatest progress has been 
made. 

America is a new land still—one of such huge terri- 
tory and rich resources of soil and climate that it has 
never yet felt the pinch of the a of food. It must 
look across the barrier of water to older lands for the 
significance of such an event. The pioneers of the west 
flocked across the Ohio and the Mississippi! to a land 
eo rich that wantonness waz profitable. Men scratched 
the virgin soll and scattered the seed with all the profii- 
gacy of careless Nature—careless because she dares be 
so. It mattered not. In that rich loam, nourished by 
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centuries of primeval rest, anything grew. The result 
was waste, profiigacy, and spoliation of the stored 
wealth of time. 


* * 
Pennsylvania Farms First Warning. 

The depleted farms of Pennsylvania ruined by genera- 
tions of cropping to the same seed are the first na- 
tional warnings of this impending ruin. A tier of states 
farther west conditions are slightly better, and 80 on, 
according to the number of years the land has been 
used. The methods. were all uniformly bad. 

In Kaneas, for instance, the average acre yield of 
wheat last year was thirteen bushels. It has been’ as 
high as sixteen bushels. 

“Only three bushels an acre difference,” the average 
man will say with some disdain. But figure the decline 
on a million acres, which would be a small fraction of 
the total area affected in America. Then calculate that 
the cities grow constantly larger; that the population 
of the nation increases perhaps 2,000,000 persons a 
year; and that the land available for the growing of 
such moderately profitable crops as cereals grows less 
as population increases. Then add again the fact that 
every year millions of tons of the rich, wheat making 
soll are being carried off to the sea, with little chance 
of natural restitution since the ¢utting of the forests. 
Add, again, the acres ruined by poor farming. Then you 
have an idea of the problem. 

Some years ago a number of western colleges of agri- 
culture began to appreciate this condition. For every 
mouth added to the national population the cry for 


wheat grew a little louder. Yet less wheat, and not 


more, was coming from the farms. Prices went up. 
The colleges quit studying the future right there, and 
set about remedying the present. 


* 0 
More Wheat to Acre the Need. 
Not more wheat acres, but more wheat to the acre. 
That was the cry. How? Indeed, there was the ques- 
tion. A little study made it plain that lands in 


SN Me Varieties 


Europe were producing an average of as high as thirty- 
eight bushels of wheat per acre. The land is no better 
than ours. The colleges decided that what was needed 
was education of the wheat farmers, first; better seed, 
second. Both these ends have been accomplished. 

The methods of doing this work were almost identical 
in all cases, and Kansas, which will be first to show the 
result to the world, may be chosen to explain. In that 
state the problem was taken up by A. M. Ten Eyck, 
professor of agronomy at the State Agricultural col- 
lege at Manhattan. Mr. Ten Eyck’s first line was bet- 
ter seed wheat. The farmers of his state were using 
devitalized seed, for seed degenerates as do horses or 
pigs when the blood is kept in the same strain con- 
stantly. He imported a variety from Russia, and be- 
gan a campaign of publicity for its use. Now it is 
gerierally planted in Kansas, and some improvement has 
been wrought. 

Mr. Ten Eyck next announced that he would shortly 
produce for the farmers of Kansas a wonder seed wheat, 
which, if properly cultivated, would make fifty bushels 
of wheat to the acre possible. Many sneered. The pro- 
fessor, however, had expected all this, and was pre- 
pared to weather skepticism. He had imported from all 
parts of the world several hundred samples of hard 
wheat seed, and planted these in uniform rows in the 
same grade of soil on the experiment farm at Manhat- 
tan. Each row got the same cultivation and the same 
care, There began a race between the various breeds 
of wheat. The first year all but a few breeds of wheat 
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were eliminated because they had been outstripped by 
others. 
R * 


Choice Made by Elimination. 


From the breeds which remained in the race for the 
second year the best heads were chosen, and the grains 
from these planted again and given a second chance to 
prove themselves. The race had narrowed down, and 
the outcome was watched closely that year. Two 
breeds of the wheat surpassed all the rest in greatness 
of growth and amount of yield. These, then, were 
chosen as the master seeds from which to produce the 
new wheat. 

The next year this seed, again chosen only from the 
best heads, was set out in ten acre, plots, and the final 
heat was being run. One of the two breeds won, and 
was declared supreme. The next year all the available 
seed from good, full heads was planted. The next year 
and that was in 1908, enough of the improved seed had 
deen produced to permit the college to offer small quan- 
titles for sale to the farmers of the state under the 
provieo that they keep the breed pure and resell their 
product to their neighbors for seed purposes. Ne 
farmer was given the seed unless he promised tc use 
the college’s method of cultivation. 

Thus, for the fall planting of 1909, there was suffi- 
cient of this new seed in Kansas to plant upwards of 
100,000 acres. Prof. Ten Eyck figures modestly that 
the added yield on these acres will be ten busheis to 
the acre, and promises that the wheat yield of Kansas 
«ill be a million busnels greater than last. 


x * 


No End to the Great Problem. 


The achievement of this superior breed of wheat does | 


not mean the conclusion of the experiments by any 
means. Mr. Pen Eyck is proceeding with other tests, 
with attempts of cross breeding, with experiments in 
new methods of cultivation, soil. etc. 

“I will never finish this great problem,” he says. “No 
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man ever will, for there will always be room for ad- 
vancement.” 

But Mr. Ten Eyck has done one thing already. He 
has demonstrated the fifty bushel wheat idea. The year 
when the school began growing the seed extensively on 
its great 5,000 acre experimental farms at Manhattan 
and Hays, Kas, he called in the millers and the other 
skeptics, and offered them a demonstration. He showed 
his new seed wheat, took them over the fields, and point- 
ed out the tillage. Then, tast summer, he called back 
his doubters and let them witness the measuring of the 
crop. 

The experimental farms of the state of Kansas had 
produced not fifty but fifty-three bushels of wheat to 
each acre planted. That was the answer. 

Many a hard headed farmer will say that the. farmer 
cannot produce the results at a profit on his own farm 
that can be achieved by a scientist whose only endeavor 
is to get a result, no matter what the cost may have 
been. This er will go on planting the old seed. 

But Prof. Tén Eyck has better evidence than his own. 


He can send any doubter to a practical Kansas farmer 
who has produced ‘sixty-five bushels of wheat: to the 


acre on land which had been under continuous cultiva- 
tion for forty-seven years—twelve bushels more than 
the agricultural college itself—and on old, famished

Holton Farmer Makes Practical Test. 


Several years ago M. G. Hamm of near Holton, Kas., 
heard of the better seed wheat campaign, and decided to 
make the experiment for himself. He used no soil en- 
richer except ordinary manure, such as every farmer has, 
or should have. Last summer he thrashed sixty-five 
bushels of wheat per acre from a forty acre field, using 
the college seed. He expects to do more. 

Mr. Hamm tells the story of this wheat miracle so 
that any man may understand it: 

“Five years ago I got interested in this wheat mat- 
ter,” he says, “and I decided to get my land ready for 
a record breaking crop. The field I chose has been 
farmed for forty-seven years. Forty of those years 
had seen the field in corn, and the two years before I 
started it had been under clover. The first year it was 
disked and manured with seven loads to the acre, and 


then cropped with corn. The disking and manuring were 


repeated the next year, and the corn went seventy bush- 
els to the acee. Again it was disked, manured, and 
corned, and this time the yield was eighty bushels an 
acre. I knew that the time was near when I could get 
ready for the record wheat crop. That was the spring 
of 1908. I disked it again, manured it, and planted 
white Swedish oats. These did well until heading time, 
when the wet weather ruined them. I plowed the oats 
under green about July 1. Then I dieked the land and 
harrowed it with a heavy float that smoothed and leveled 
it like a floor. This I repeated after every rain until 
wheat seeding time. 

“Then I sent to the agricultural college for the 
Ghirka wheat. I planted it about Oct, 1, setting the 
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drill as deep as possible, about two and one-half inches 
Then I waited for the wheat to come up. , 


* 
Young Wheat Given Hard Usage. 

“As soon as the wheat came up that fall a neighbors 
sheep saw it, and kept it eaten to the ground. The 
tramping of the sheep packed the ground hard, and, 
when the ground had become frozen, horses and cattle 
were turned into the field. In the spring it was turned 
into a pasture until corn planting time. July 6 it was 
cut. July 14 it was stacked in the barn, and Sept. 26 it 
was taken out and thrashed. 

“The machine measured yield of this crop was six:7* 
five bushels to the acre, just five times the average yield 
of Kansas.” 

Here, then, is the defeat of the wheat famine. A few 
men, studious scientists, dreaming in their laboratories, 
or counting the grains of some fine head of wheat, have 
done it. The farmers will demonstrate it this year. 
In Mr. Hamm’s demonstration lies the hope of the de 
pleted farms farther east. No virgin soll grew his mas- 
ter crop, but land half a century under the plow, land 
given the impoverishing trial of forty years under the 
selfsame crop. 3 

In all these states where wheat Is the one great field 
crop thousands of farmers will be planting the improved 
seed and using the better methods next fall, and the 
1911 crop ought. to be by many millions of bushels the 
greatest the nation has ever seen. In two or three 
years the nation’s yield of wheat can easily be doubled.

It has been popularly supposed that 
the lily of the valley was the one meant. 
That such was the case, however, seems unlikely, if 
only for the reason that this plant does not grow in 
fields. It is peculiarly an inhabitant of carefully cul- 
tivated gardens, producing its little bell-like blos- 
soms in shady corners. ‘ 

Not at all improbable does it seem that Jesus may 
have had in mind the calla lily, which, having orig- 
inated in Ethiopia, was familiarly known in Palestine 
at the period when the Savior lived. The Egyptians 
used the roots of the plant, which is prolific, as a 
table vegetable. These roots look somewhat like 
Irish potatoes, and in swamps the calla grows 80 
thickly that the yield of a single flooded acre is enor- 
mous. ; 

Botanically speaking, however, the calla is not a 
lily. Tulips are true lilies, and so likewise are the 
leek, the garlic, and the asparagus. But the calla is 
an “arum,” and is rated to the jack in the pulpit, 
as well as to the “elephant’s ear” plant, e monly 
grown as an ornamental.

Lotus Emblem of the Nile. 


Lilies have always had sacred association. Away 
back in the dim ages of the past, when the pyramids 
were building, the Egyptian priests chose the lotus, 
a member of the lily family, as the symbolic flower of 
their religion. It was regarded as an emblem of the 
Nile, symbolizing the creation of the world from the 
waters. In India Buddha is fabled to have made his 
entrance into the world seated on a lotus blossom. 

In Catholic countries the lily is sacred to the Virgin 
Mary, because it is a symbol of purity. The angels 
painted by the old masters frequently carry lilies in 
their hands. And legend tells that when the disciples 
looked into the tomb of Jesus after the resurrection 
they said that it was filled with lilies. | 

The lilies that appear in the paintings of Murillo 
and other old masters are not callas. They are of the 
familiar Baster lily type, and are easily recognizable 
as thé madonna or annunciation lily—the latter name 
being given to them because of the belief that the 
angel of the annunciation appeared to the Virgin Mary 
with these lilies in his hands. 

This kind of lly, sometimes called St. Joseph's lily, 
was widely cultivated in Europe in early historic 
times. It seems to have originated in Palestine, or 
somewhere about that region, and so may well have 
been the flower to which Jesus referred. Under culti- 
vation it grows in fields, which at the time of blos- 
soming are a veritable sea of bloom. |

Japan Origin of Modern V ariety. 

This, however, is not exactly the modern Waster 
lily. The latter, though nearly related to it, is a dif- 
ferent variety—brought originally from Japan to Ber- 
muda, and known as the longifiorum or “trumpet 
lily.” In Bermuda, through a horticultural accident, 
was developed, as what gardeners call a “sport,” a 
subvariety remarkable for early blooming, hardiness, 
height, and the size and large number of its flowers, 
also for the ease with which it may be “forced” in 
hothouses. 

In 1875 a woman of Philadelphia, returning from 
Bermuda, brought with her two plants of this im- 
proved stock and gave them to a florist of the Quaker 
city, named W. K. Harris, who, perceiving the great 
value of the variety, proceeded to multiply the bulbs. 
He introduced the lily to public notice seven years

Bulbs Dug for Market in June. 
In June the Easter lily bulbs are dug in Bermuda 
and shipped in wooden boxes to the United States 
packed in sawdust or excelsior. They are planted by 


our florists in pots, and at the proper time, many © 


months later, are brought into the hothouses to be 


forced for the Easter market. Hitherto we have been 


obliged te depend entirely upon Bermuda for our 
Easter lilies, but there is reason to believe that before 
long plentiful supplies of them will de grown ip 
southern Florida and southern California. Incidental 
to experiments in this direction a number of valuabis 
new varieties have recently been created by the gov. 
ernment plant bureau. 

The lily of the valley is regarded as an emblem of 
purity and modesty. It is a native of temperate lati- 
tudes in Europe and Asia, and in the garden is one 
of the earliest of spring flowers. Nearly all of the 
lilies of this kind grown in this country are 
raised from “pips” (root shoots) imported 
from Germany, Holland, and France, where 
they are produced by the millions for, export 
On arriving in the United States they are put into re 
frigerators, or otherwise kept cold, so as to suspend 
their vitality—the object in view being to force they 
into bloom as they are required for market. In 
way gardeners are enabled to offer the blossoms fer 
sale all the year around. |

Victoria Regia of Enormous Size. 

The most remarkable of all water lilies, however, 8 
the Victoria Regia, which was first discovered on the 
Rio Mamore, a tributary of the Amazon, by a botanist 
named Haenke, who in 1801 was sent by the Spanish 
government to study the plants of Peru. During sub- 
sequent years repeated efforts were made to send the 
seeds and roots of this lily to Europe, but they always 
died. It was not until 1849 that seeds shipped in 3 
bottle of water were successfully planted in the gar- 
dens at Kew, whence the plant has since been dis- 
tributed all over the world. * 

The first Victoria Regia that bloomed in the United 
States was grown at the White house in an aquatic 
garden under glass, which was destroyed by fre 
when Andrew Jackson was president.

This leaves a total monthly rental of ns 
for an eight: room house of full h hard finish 
throughout and toward which the owner 
takes personal pleasure in keeping up in 
every way. It is even less, considering that 
painting every two years costs only half of 
the $35 charged to the account. Deljberately 
those .fixed. charges of water, lights, and 
janitor service have been left out for the 
reason that the man building such a house 
should be willing to tend lawn, garden, and 
furnace for the pleasure of it, while lights, 
gas, and water have been figured into the frat 
suite always.

Rules for Reliability Runs. 
Several weeks ago the contest board of the 
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. Vesplaines Foad Between Kira and tanlem 


American ‘Automobile association issued 
rules for 1910 contests, but at that time it did 
not have ready the regulations governing 
reliability runs. These affairs probably are 
of as great importance as is the racing end 
of the sport, and so considerable time was 

ven to the subject hy Chairman Butler, who

In the examination by 
the technical committee the various points 
covered will be. hibrication, e B 
brakes, running gear, cooling, . ignition, 
steering, and the various parts. 

Price classification will prevall in making 
up the card, there being seven divisions 
which will take in cars $800 and under, from 
$801 to 31.200, from $1,201 to $1,600, trom 
$1,801. to $2,000, from $2,001 to 4 000, from

persona! contact, which brought with it good 
fellowship and better understanding and a 
disposition to codperate with one another. 

Mr. Birkhoff declared that it would be diffi- 
cult to measure the influence of the board 
for good in matters of general importance 
to the city, and that it had expended thou- 
sands of dollars in securing needed legisla- 
tion at Springfield. As one of its accomplish- 
ments in this field he referred to the revenue 
law which was a boon to landed property in- 
terests. He said that proof of the high esti- 
mation in which the board is heid has been 
shown by the consideration. given its com- 
mittees at Springfield and by the city council. 


Brokers Now Work Together. 

He declared that before the board was or- 

ganized twenty-six years ago the-e Was no 
spirit of cojperation among brokers, who 
generally distrusted one another. Since that 
time. however, there has been, ne said, a 
steadily growing disposition to remember the 
other broker in the deal, and™that this spirit 
of codperation had raised the staniard of the 
real estate business in the city. 
He also referred to the fact that the board 
was responsible for establishing a :caie of 
commissions, which had oeen g great boon 
to the business, as it removed ary doubt as 
to what the commission should be. 


Tells Brokers It’s Their Duty to Join. 

Mr. Hoyne urged as one of the principal 
reasons for joining the board the duty which 
brokers owed not only to themselves but also 
to property owners and the general welfare of 
the city. He declared that during all the 
years of its existence the board has been a 
consistent and earnest laborer not only for 
the realty but other interests of the city, and 
that its money has been freely spent in this 
direction. He said it has sent several delega- 
tions to Washington and Springfield and 
that while it has not been able to accomplish 
all that it desired, it hes to its credit many 
monuments of lasting public benefits to the 
city. 

Mr. Tabor said that a reading of the pre- 
amble to the constitution and bylaws fur- 
nished in itself sufficient answer to the ques- 
tion under discussion. He also made a point 
of the great benefits derived from the rating 
department, which, he said, covered its field 
as accurately and as completely as did Dunn 
or Bradstreet the field in which they la- 
bored. 

He also spoke of the great benefit which 
class B members enjoyed. 

Mr. Baird referred to the element of good 
fellowship in connection with all assem- 
blages of the board and said that in itself 
it furnished sufficient reason for a member- 
‘ship in it. In a broader way he spoke of the 
board’s labors in elevating the standard of 
real estate business in the city and of its 
general influence for the. good in, the up- 
building of the city.

Sensational Campaign. 


MANY JOIN IN MOVEMENT. 
Newspapers, Bankers, and Implement 
Houses Warn the Farmers. 


— 


Omaha, Neb., March 26.—([Special.]-—By 
substituting the advertising manager and 
professional préss agent for the agricultural 
college professor and the short course lec- 
turer, Nebraska and lowa have been 
aroused by a sensational cam ‘and 
alarmists’ cry to test seed corn re plant- 
ing, and with an av season the gain in 
the value of the corn-crop by increased pro- 
duction will exceed $225. 000,000. 

The spectacular campaign, which has 
lasted about five weeks, was started as 
result of a test of seed corn made in Des 
Moines under the direction of P. G. Holden 
of the lowa Agricultural college. Bui’ 8 
ears out of the 100 submitted showed strong 
sprouts and satisfactory ‘root system. 

The first thing the Commercial club of 
Omaha did was to secure an approved tester, 
and put notices in the newspapers that they 
wanted ten gar samples of untested corn 
which farmers intended to plant for seed 
this year. They got the samples, and just 
27% per cent of the corn germinated with 
strong roots-—roots which would insure an 
ear of corn on every stalk. 


— 

Then the press agent and advertising man 
were called in. They made a conservative 
estimate of what the state would lose if the 
average seed corn was planted, and an- 
nounced that Nebraska farmers stood to 
lose $18,000,000 if two ears out of every 
twelve planted in the state-failed to grow. 

With this knowledge of the condition, con- 
firmed by the experiment Stations, Which 
made more than 2,100 tests during the win- 
ter, the sensationalism to awaken the 
farmer was started. The unusual method 
was chasen because the agricultural press 
admitted its Inability to get the farmers in- 
terested in an emergency such as exists thig 
year. The farm papers have written so 
many thousand columns about testing seed 
corn that the farmers regard the subject as 
a good thing to talk about, but pay little 
attention. 

What was needed then was a business 
men’s campaign—ecare heads, big posters, 
follow up letters from bankers, grain deal- 
ers, and the implement houses. 


> 

When the press was thoroughly aroused 
the Omaha organization published 10,000 
large posters, with the simple warning, 
“Test your seed corn.“ In one corner of 
the poster simple directions for testing seed 
corn were printed. € 

This warning swept over the state like 
the cashiers’ check habit during the panie 
of 1907. Many bankers bought or made 
seed corn testers, and made tests in their 
banking houses, showing the farmers how 
to de the work. 

Then the implement dealers were interest- 


ed. They not only posted the big yellow 


‘signs issued by the Omaha organization. 
but sent letters to all their customers, and 
one Omaha house majled 125,000 copies of a 
book entitled More Corn,” direct to farm- 
ers.
